State Education Board 
Deters Texthook Action

Georgia’s Board of Education Friday postponed adoption 

of a textbook program—designed to eliminate frequent 

changes and waste—after a telephone call from Acting Gov. 
Thompson.

education program to adopt this 
list immediately. Unfortunately we 
can't always deal with things as 
they ought to be, but must meet 
them as theye are.” 

At present almost every book 
published by all. the reputable 
schoolbook publishing companies 
is on the Education Department’s 
approved list. 

The new plan would decrease 
the number of books listed by ap- 
proximately 20 percent. It would 
require local schools to set up com- 
mittees to adopt textbooks, and 
would prohibit changing of these 
textbooks from three to four years. 

These books would be consid- 
ered basic textbooks and teachers 
would not be able to change them 
no matter what pressure is exerted 
by salesmen. The change would 
be gradual, allowing school 
tems to wear out old textbooks. 


50 to 90 percent of their Georgia 
business if the new program is 
approvecd., 

Thompson later told newsmen 
that as a school man. he opposed 
textbook adoptions and believed in 
unrestricted selection of texts by 
local teachers. However, he said. 
that, as Director of the Budget, he 
merely had asked the Board to 
make sure the new plan would 
precipitate 
“another so-called textbook crisis.” 

Members of the Board said un- 
restricted lists made local school 
officials subject to pressure from 
textbook salesmen and caused 
frequent and wasteful changes. 
Under Georgia law, local school 
systems select their books and 
i'they are paid for by State funds. 

“Reports of pressure from school- 
book publishers is often exaggerat- 
ed,’”’ Thompson commented. “Most 
of those salesmen are pretty good 
people,”’ 

The Chief Executive asserted 
he had no connection with the 
proposed adoption, pointing out 
this was a function of the Board 
of Education. He expressed com- 
plete confidence in the _ profes- 
sional committee which prepared 
the list of books to be used as 
official textbooks. 

Board Chairman W, W. McCay, 
of Eastanollee, said the absence 
of certain Board members was the 
official reason for postponing ap-

In addition, the plan allows 
some freedom in selection of books 
and permits various localities to 
have different books. For exam. 
ple, one system might choose one 
history book for its fourth grade; 
another system would choose an- 
other. However, once chosen the 
book would be the only acceptable 
book for a certain period of time 
and the State would not permit 
local systems to order fourth-grade 
history books by other publishers.

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The Georgia Youth Assembly 


Currently under way in Atlanta is the 
third annual Georgia Youth Assembly, one 
of the finest schools for citizenship ever 
conceived. 


Last year’s meeting of the junior legis- 
lature was shattered by the tremendous 
tragedy of the Winecoff fire but even the 
families of Assembly delegates who lost 
their lives in the holocaust were insistent 
that the fine work be carried on. Indeed, 
there could be no more fitting memorial 
to those who died than this annual instill- 
ing of a recognition and appreciation of 
good government in the minds of the youth 
of Georgia. 


The Youth Assembly functions exactly 
as does the State Legislature, holding daily 
sessions and committee meetings to discuss 
and vote on the proposals which are intro- 
duced,

This year, as always, one is struck by

the insight into Georgia's needs which is 
evidenced in the legislative acts up for 
passage. Moreover, they are characterized 
by ar idealism distinctly refreshing to 
those who have watched the political trad- 
ing and trimming which marks the biennial 
session of the regular Assembly. 
The Constitution congratulates the 
YMCA, which annually conducts the As- 
sembly through its Hi-Y and Tri-Hi-Y 
Clubs, and other contributing sponsors. 
For our own part, we are especially glad 
to be able to offer suitable plaques to the 
schools whose representatives have sub- 
mitted what a committee of competent 
judges have held to be the best proposed 
legislation. 


Our only wish is that some of the hard- 
ened “practical” politicians who compose 
the adult Legislature could sit in on some 
of the sessions and perhaps absorb a little 
of the zest for right which is youth's. 


Light on the Nation's Farms 


Thiseweek saw the two-millionth cus- 
tomér tie on to the magic wires of Rural 
Electrification Administration. 


REA, it. will be remembered, was set 
up ‘in the depths of the depression to pro- 
vide power to rural areas where it was un- 
available and, by no means incidentally, to 
provide employment for those who would 
he needed to build the lines. It was a New 
Deal undertaking which provided, briefly, 
that money was to be made available—at 
2 percent interest—to local groups for the 
purpose of extending electric power into 
farm homes. 


At the time REA began actually to 
function, in 1935, there were only 750,000

Georgia pecan growers, faced with fall- 
ing prices, have appealed to the Federal 
Government for subsidies. There is at 
‘Jeast an even chance they will get them. 

If so, it will be merely another case 
of the Government’s right hand looking 
the other way to avoid seeing what the left 
is doing. While President Truman asks 
Congress for laws to force prices down, a 
Federal agency contemplates subsidies 
which would have the opposite effect. It 
is true, subsidies might not raise the retail 
price of pecans. But subsidies come out 
of public funds, out of tax money, and 
their payment raises the price to the con- 
sumer just as surely as if the price tags 
were marked up. ; 


This is not to say all subsidies are un- 
desirable. Undoubtedly there are times 
when they are necessary. But would any- 


farms in the nation with access to electric 
power. Since that time private utilities, 
doubtlessly impressed with the rapid ex- 
pansion of REAs, have carried electricity to 
an additional 1,250,000 farms. The result 
is that 61 percent of the nation’s farm 
homes now have electric power not only 
for lights but to perform many onerous 
chores which previously had to be done by 
hand, 

REA today is adding customers at the 
rate of one every 21 seconds of the work 
week. And commercial utilities are setting 
almost as fast a pace. The result is that, 
at some time in the not too distant future, 
electric power will be available to virtually 
every farm in the nation. 


one sav this subsidy is necessary now when 
every effort of the Government would 
seem bent to reduce the cost of living? 


It was only .a few weeks ago, in the 
midst of a great discussion of food con- 
servation, that the Federal Government 
bought, on the open market, 19,000,000 
bushels of grain in one day. But Govern- 
ment spokesmen preferred to blame the 
rapid price rise on “speculation.” As a 
matter of fact, the grain futures market, 
which is used by speculators, ordinarily 
has been lower than the spot market. 


It was Marriner S. Eccles, Chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board, who pointed 
out that the Government itself is respon- 
sible to a large degree for the inflated 
prices of houses. Mr. Eccles said “uncon- 
scionable profits” are being made through 
easy mortgage credit, more than half of 
which is sponsored by the Federal Gov- 
ernment through its housing agencies. 

Inflation does present a real threat. 
If prices continue to spiral a “bust” is cer- 
tain to follow sooner or later. The Gov- 
ernment should be expected to do every- 
thing possible to prevent such an occur- 
rence. But the evidence so far is that 
its efforts have lacked any co-ordination 
whatsoever, and have, in fact, been con- 
fined to attempts to single out a scape- 
goat rather than follow a constructive 
program.

Overcome 
By Soviet Pressure 


TRIESTE FREE STATE—(By Air Mail)—To 
come here by air from Austria, you fly down 
the narrow corridor to the Brenner Pass, to avoid 

being shot down by the Yugoslavs, and cross the Alps at about 
15,000 feet. 

You think of Hannibal, briefly, looking down at the snow and 
the historic Karsh passes through which he took his elephants. 

At Verona, you make a turn and fly by Venice, seeing it through 
the mists of morning that rise always from that city and the sea 
about it, and come inland to land at an old RAF airport at Unidine. 

From there you drive through pleasant countryside, with fields 
and vineyards and the tall finger-like cypress trees, into the rocky, 
hilly ranges into the city of Trieste. 
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Signs All along the way you see the red star and the Commu- 
nist slogans and signs on walls and buildings. Tito and 
Stalin vie for honors in the lexicon of the sign painters. 

“Zivel Tito! ... Viva Stalin... Zivel Tito and Jug”... these 
and more may be seen along the way so that any person of little 
curiosity might be aroused to wonder what goes on in Jugoslavia, 
whose border is now just across the road. 

Yugoslavia is an odd and strange collection of peoples of which 
Serbia is, and was, the heart. It is a country in which the fires 
of World War I broke into flame and it is here the flames of World 
War II still burn bright enough to light the skies. 


It is a country of about 7,000,000 Serbs, 5,000,000 Croats, 1,000,000 
Slovenes and another 3,000,000 of mixed peoples ... all a good, 


hard-working people. 
Choice The Soviet Gpvernment exercises tight control of the 
country through the Communist leader, Tito. The 
Allies made a clear, military choice of supporting him in Yugo- 
slavia, as against the late. Mihalovitch, executed by Tito as a traitor. 
lt was a military choice, not political, and among some there is 
a disposition to say we picked the wrong horse. It is obvious that 
Tito lied to and deceived the Allies and that as part of the fraudu- 
lent propaganda did have adopted a Constitution largely rewritten 
from our own insofar as personal freedoms are concerned. 

But the effect would have been but little changed, as no other 
regime could have lasted more than three or four months and the 
net result would have been just what we now have. Tito was fight- 
ing Germans and he was tying down anywhere from four to s1x 
German divisions and our choice was made on that account. We 
were getting ready to invade and did not wish those divisions 
released for duty in Italy or France. 

One does not have to look far to find the paths by which the 
present has been reached. The Serbs had the worst time of it in 
1914-18. They lost a third of their people and what was left of 
the army retreated to Albania. The German occupation was severe, 
They had but lately been released from 500 years of Turkish 
exploitation and the result was not happy. 


One should not attempt to judge any peoples with- 
out considering their history, and here we see a 
curious and revealing fact. In 500 years of Turkish occupation 
Serbia came to look to Eastern Europe and to “think” Eastern, 
They retained their culture, such as it was, and they mostly re 
mained Greek Orthodox in religion, although in this land of pure 
Slavs there are a million devout Mohammedans. 

The Turk never really reached up into Croatia or Slovena, which 
sections looked toward Western Europe and ‘thought’ Western. 

So, despite the fact they all are Slavs, the Serbs and the Croats 
and Slovenes have always had a gulf between them. In World 
War I the Serbs went with the Allies and the Croats and Slovenes 
stayed with the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 

After the war ended the Serbs took over and dominated the 
newly created Yugoslavia. No Croat or Slovene could rise high 
in politics and none could attain high rank in the army. 

There was no racial difference—all were, and are, Slavs. 
they hated one another. 

During the recent world conflict. they were torn in civil war 
from the start of the resistance movement. Mihalovitch and Tito 
fought one another and while there is evidence both took aid from 
the Germans, it was the unhappy Mihalovitch who took it last 
and in greatest amount, and for this he was hanged by the Soviets, 
who began to wipe out any opposition and to install the terror of 
secret police and fear as the weapons which a minority party uses 
to stay in power.

Yet 


There exists still a great friendship for America, but it will 
be gone in a generation. There exists, too, opposition to the Gov- 
ernment, but the Government is backed by a huge army and by 
fear and terror. 

So it is in Bulgaria. Romania, Hungary and so it becomes, slowly, 
in Czechoslovakia. And the pressure is’ on Austria and Trieste 
and on Germany, too, and in these latter three places only our 
presence holds it out.

They Can

Sa W ASHINGTON—President Truman is te be 
. = credited with a major victory in the overwhelm 

&& ing vote rolled up by the Senate on the Admin- 
istration’s emergency program for the relief of the wartorn Western 
European democracies. 

The vote, 83 to 6, also attests to the ability of Cengress to thrust 
aside political considerations and act in a genuinely nonpartisan 
manner when the public interest seems to demand it. 

It was the able leadership of Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of 
Michigan, Republican Chairman of the Foreign Relations Commit 
tee, which largely made the latter possible. 


: Too much credit cannot be given the Michigan 
Nonpartisan Senator for the way he held his party forces in 
line, enabling the Republicans to put up as much of a solid front 
as the Democrats in supporting the Administration program. As it 
turned out, the six votes cast against the program were divided 
equally between Democrats and Republicans, which tends to give 
the Senate action a thoroughly nonpartisan character. 

But the bulk of the victory must be chalked up in favor of the 
President. It was he who assumed the responsibility for initiating 
the program, and it was he who called Congress into special session 
to consider the need for emergency action. He did this with the 
reluctant consent of majority leaders of Congress, who had the 
authority to call the special session themselves but who declined 
to take the initiative, not being certain of the course we should 
follow to check the rising itde of Communism in Europe. 


By acting as he did, Mr. Truman showed a high de- 
Courage gree of courage and no lack of decision in meeting 
one of the chief postwar problems of the day. A weaker man in 
the White House might have yielded to the reluctance of congres- 
sional leaders to call Congress back into session, particularly since 
the control of both branches is held by the opposition party. 

Mr. Truman was willing to stand that risk. He conceived it to 
be his duty to call Congress into special session and lay the prob- 
lem before it. After that the responsibility for action rested with 
Congress and not with the White House. 

After the elections of 1946, when the Republicans captured con- 
trol of bota houses of Congress, there. were direful predictions of 
a stalemate in Government. Having a hostile Congress on his 
hands, Mr. Truman, it was said, would be unable to put through any 
part of his program.

But the record is far from any suggestion of deadlock in the 
Government. Best proof of this is that the Federal budget was 
approved at the last session without any serious change over the 
ficures submitted by the White House, despite the great hue and 
ery that was raised in Congress at the time on the score of reduced 


Federal expenditures. 

Proof Anc: now Congress, or rather the Senate, by its one-sided 
vote on the emergency European relief measure, has given 

the final proof positive of its ability to work in co-operation with 

the White House in matters that concern the national welfare. There 

is little doubt that similar action will be taken in the House in 

due course. . 

All of which seems to offer evidence enough that under our 
democratic system we are capable of approaching problems free 
of partisanship when the necessity arises. 

It is a tribute to President Turman’s executive ability that he 
is able to work with this degree of co-operation from Congress, domi- 
nated by the opposition party. His willingness to co-operate ts 
demonstrated in the regular meetings he holds with Republican 
leaders of Congress.

HEN Geraint, wounded 
though he was, sprang from 
the oak settle in Lar! 


Doorm’s hall and killed the ruffian 
who had struck Enid in the face, the 
quest was ended in a double sense; 
with the death of Doorm the last 
danger was removed, and the last 
distrust of Enid was swept away. 

The frightened followers of 
Doorm, scrambling to get out of the 
hall, left these two alone, and Geraint 
used the privacy to make amends fer 
his unjust suspicions. 

“I have. used you worse than this 
dead man,” he said. “But what we 
have suffered has made me three 
times more your lover than I was. 
From this moment I will die rather 
than doubt you.” 

Whether Enid could have _ said 
something to him, we ase not told. 
Practical as ever, she reminded him 
that he had slain the Ear! of Doorm, 
@ind the brigands who had left the 
hall in fright might recover their 
wits and return for revenge. 

“Your charger stands outside at 
the door. My palfrey has disap- 
peared.” 

“Then you ride behind me!” 

In a moment he had climbed to 
the saddle, and Enid, reaching up her 
hand for help, set her foot in the 
stirrup and climbed up behind him. 
He turned his face to kiss her. Then 
she clasped her hands around him 
and they rode away. 

The stary proper ends with this 
lovely picture, often referred to or 
quoted by poetry lovers. But Tenny- 
son is quite aware of the questions 
he has suggested to the reader, and 
the most important of them he does 
what he can to answer. 

In the Welsh version Geraint’s 
father called him from his honey- 
moon with Enid at Arthur’s Court.

ruffians, and Erbin, the father, asked 
his son to come home and establish 
order in the land. Though Tennyson 
makes use of this incident, the ex- 
cuse which Geraint gives for leaving 
the Court is that villains of many 
kinds are over-running his minor 
kingdom in Devon. 

This disorderly condition of the 
country is explained by the fact that 
Arthur and Launcelot, the two in.- 
vincible friends, have not yet com. 
pleted their mission to set up the 
good government of the Round Table. 

Tennyson wants us to understand 
that, if Launcelot had not fallen in 
love with- Guinevere, his task as 
Arthur’s greatest knight would have 
been fulfilled; and if Geraint had not 
withdrawn from his larger duties to 
pass his time in the delight of Enid’s 
company, such villains as Doorm and 
Limours would have been stopped be- 
fore they became strong. 

But why did not Arthur, the su- 
preme leader, attend to such fellows 
as Limours and Deorm? Why did he 
depend on young boys like Geraint -to 
do his work for him? Why did he 
depend even on Launcelot? 

Tennyson meets these questions 
squarely, and though his method of 
dealing with them provides the main 
story with a rather long and dispro- 
portioned appendix or commentary, 
the concluding passages are the 
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heart of the story and contain many 
of his noblest lines. 

Geraint and Enid had hardly 
reached the entrance of Earl Doorm’s 
castie when they saw in the gateway 
a mounted man dressed and armed 
like one of Arthur’s Round Table. 

He set his spear and spurred his 
horse to attack Geraint, but Enid, 
fearful that the unhealed wound 
might bleed again, cried to him not 
to slay a man all but deada At once 
the strange knight lowered his lance 
and called Enid by name. 

He was Edyrn, the so-called Spar- 
row-Hawk, the nephew of her father 
Yniol. It was from Edryn that Ger- 


,aint had freed her and her father. 


The information that the strange 
knight was Edryn did not at first 
reassure Enid; she was afraid the 
Sparrow-Hawk was now come for his 
revenge when Geraint was at his 
weakest. But Edryn explained that 
the defeat which Geraint administered 
had made him a changed man. 

Now he was one of the knights 
of Arthur’s Round Table. He had 
come looking for Earl Doorm. If he 
alone it was because of his 
eagerness. Arthur himself and the 
other great warriors followed close 
behind. They wished to sit in judg- 
ment on Doorm in his own house.

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When Geraint began to ,explain 
why Doorm could not be hailed into 
a mortal court, Edyrn urged him to 
ride hard and tell Arthur the story 
directly. But to save Geraint the 
effort of even a shagt journey, Arthur 
and his Court looked him up, and in 
what is perhaps the wisest passage 
in the poem, Arthur conféssed deep 
regret that in inexperience and over- 
confidence he had permitted other 
men to do his work for him. 

When Geraint said he must go 
home to defend his land, King Ar- 
thur’s conscience was pricked, as he 
now confesses, because he had looked 
at his realm through the eyes of 
others, and had done his’ work 
through their hands and not bis own. 
Since then he had been riding on his 
own quests, nearer and nearer. on 
Geraint’s trail. 

After all this speech-making, 
Geraint is permitted to retire to the 
pavilion or tent provided for him 
and Enid. There Arthur’s own leech 


‘ attends him, and in a short time his 


health is restored. 

Then Geraint and Enid rode again 
with Arthur to his Court at Caerleon 
‘upon Usk, and Queen Guinevere em- 
braced Her friend Enid and gave her 
another dress, dazzling with jewels. 
And when Geraint was ready to re- 
turn, fifty knights were his escort as 
far as the shores of Severn. 
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The Radio Comedian Still Loves His Wife and Child, but a 
Split Seemed to Be the Only Solution

ILTON BERLE, the radio and 
night-club comic, has 900,000 
jokes catalogued in the filing 
cabinets that rim the New York cub- 
byhole he uses for an office. If you 
were to drop in and ask him 
how his matrimonial affairs 
were progressing, he could 
riffle through the file under 
“Divorce” and come up 
presto!—with this guffaw- 
grabber: 
“IT can’t forget when I 
took my first step toward 
divorce. It was when I got 
married!” 
Gags like that are consid- 
ered so side-splitting when 
Berle gives them his own 
articulatory polish that he 
was able to earn a half mil~« 
lion dollars (before taxes) 
in a recently-ended 46-week 
engagement in a Broadway 
night club. Like many top- - 
notch comedians, however, . 
he was monumentally un- 
funny to his wife. 

Mrs. Berle, a dreamboat- 
type blonde whose stage 
(and maiden) name is Joyce 
Matthews, kissed her hus- 
band adieu the other day at 
a birthday party for their 
two-year-old adopted daugh- 
ter and departed for Reno 
where she got a decree. 

“T still love her,” said 
Berle, playing it straight 
for once, “but what other 
solution is there when a 
man and woman just can’t 
get along?” 

Looking under the section 
of his file labeled “Mar- 
riage,” he might have add- 
ed, just for a laugh 

“Marriage is like a bath- 
tub full of water. After a 
while it ain’t so hot.” Or: 

“Marriage is like a cafe- 
teria. A man grabs what he 
wants and pays for it later,” 

At that particular moment, how- 
ever, Berle wasn’t at his rib-tickling 
best. During the six years that he 
had been married to Joyce, he had 
made no secret of his infatuation, and 
his idolatry of baby Victoria was a 
byword among his friends. 

As soon as she was able to toddle 
to the telephone, he always paused 
two or three times during his busiest 
days to phone his daughter and de- 


mand in an imperious voice: ‘ 

“Come on, now, give Daddy a big 
Joud kiss.” 

Little * Victoria might have been 
mildly amused and anyone else with- 
in earshot was certainly convulsed 
when Daddy, without even reaching 
for his card index, responded with: 

“That was a nice noisy one, honey. 
I haven’t heard such a racket since 
grandpa caught his whiskers in the 
lawnmower.” 

Joyce Said she was getting a di- 
vorce mainly because she wanted to 
return to the stage. 

Shé is a daughter of James F. 
Matthews, once a_boy wizard of Wall 
street, who retired with a fortune 
at 32. 

Joyce quit society to go to Holly- 
wood, but her theatrical career was 
just getting started when she eloped, 
at 21, with Col. Gonzalo Gomez, 41- 
year-old son of a one-time Venezuelan 
President. 

She left him ten days after their 
marriage in Las Vegas, Nevada, and 
divorced him.in 1940. Her determina: 
tion to rise to stage and film stardom 
got another setback when she met 
Berle, whose wooing, if based on 
some of those 900,000 scrip-teasers 
in his files, must have _ proceeded

along these lines: 

He: Give me a kiss. 

She: No, I've got scruple:

Or Joyce, if

thing that will make me the happiest 
man in the world... (Appropriate 
pause) Don’t eat all the black ones’.” 

Berle doesn’t know why the mar- 
riage didn’t last. 

He swears he never repeated, in 
her presence, one of his favorites 
(No. 79 under “Cooking’’): 

“She’s a great cook. She 
soup like my mother used to open.” 

He insists that he did not, after 
looking under “Chr'setmas,” come 
home at yuletide with the suggestion 
that they trim the tree with spaghetti 
so that when the current was turned 
on, the meatballs would light up. 

For such aids to connubial merri- 
ment it may not even have been 
necessary to consult the files, since 
Berle, who started in show business 
at the age of 6 in his native New 
York City by winning $5 for an im- 
personation of Charlie Chaplin, main-

tains he has memorized 25,000 gags 
in the intervening 33 years. 

Whenever Joyce felt even the 
Slightest bit downcast, he could have 
cheered her by reciting, quick-like:

When she sprayed her 
chief with a dash of “April in Paris, 
he could have ad-libbed, right from 
memory, “It smells more like August 
in Coney Island,” but he says he

They then decided to 
Joyce’s own words, “the best of 
friends” and agreed to a _ property 
settlement and an equal division of 
the custody” of little Victoria, for 
whose support Joyce was awarded 
$250 a week.

F ONE heartbroken couple: could 
/ speak to each of the approximately 
@ 100,000 mothers and fathers im the 
United States who will adopt children 
this year they would utter one urgent 
cry of warning. , 

“Don't buy a black market baby,” 
they would beg from the depths of 
their despair. 

They would tell how they, know- 
ing nothing about accredited adoption 
agencies, followed the advice of a 
friend and went to an unscrupulous 
maternity home where for the sum of 
$590 they bought a beautiful, blue 
eyed girl just three weeks old. 

‘The yearning for parenthood that 
had been denied them seemed to bé 
fulfilled as they watched the little 
one sleeping in her crib; they were 
overjoyed when she was able to smile 
and ceo; they didn’t even mind when 
she howled in the middle of the night. 

Then one day fear replaced joy. 
Their baby obviously was ill. 

“Congenital heart disease,” ‘the 
dector told them. “She ‘hasn't a 
Chance to live.” 

The bilack-marketing maternity 
home hadn't considered it part of the 
job to check the physical well-being 
of the babies sold. The fester parents 
had had no warning of ‘the affliction 
with which their baby was born. 

This tragedy would have been 
forestalied by a recognized adoption 
agency where every child is given a 
complete physical examination. Such 
agencies rarely place babies as young 
as three weeks, and then only if they 
have a thorough knowledge of the 
child and its background. 

Lattie John was three years old 
‘when a court ruled that his mother 
was guilty of such complete negiect 
that he should be taken from her and 
placed in a foster home. 

His wndernourished body was 
weak; his spirit unfriendly. Although 
there was a gleam of intelligence in 
Johnny’s big brown eyes he didn’t 
respond to the psychologist’s tests 
and was rated “dull nermal.” 

Who would want to take such a 
little boy into their home? Nobody, 
the agency felt, at the moment. So 
John was sent to a boarding home 
where a competent “boarding mother” 
and a children’s worker could gain 
his confidence and help thhim learn to 
behave like a normal little boy instead 
of being frightened and sullen. 

As he played with the first toys 
he had ever known, John’s mind, 
which seemed to have been frozen by 
his early neglect, began to thaw. Yet 
agency workers felt that only the 
security of a real home, and a father 
and mother who loved ‘shim, would 
help him to overcome ‘his slowness. 

A childless couple from a small 
community loved J¢@hn from ‘the 
moment they saw him and agreed to 
try to work out the problem of his 
dulimess. If it was emotional and 
due to early negiect they would give 
him the affection to cure it. 

By the time John was in grammar 
school he led his class; he graduated 
from college with honors; became a 
specialist in radar; entered the Navy; 
participated in the invasion of Nor- 
mandy. 
to the adopted parents, “He's a re. 
markable and wonderful boy.” 

It wasn’t five-year-old Stewart's 
good fortune to have such an under- 
Standing foster father and mother, so 
his case came near being a tragedy. 

Kveryone at the agency was im 
pressed by the fine-looking, intelligent 
couple. They were well fixed finan. 
cially and had excellent backgrounds 

They had permitted the investiga- 
tion of the social worker Who called 
at their home and had answered her 
numerous personal questions. 

After weeks of waiting had grown 
into months--as frequently happens 
collaboration with

—the great day came. The prospec- 
tive foster parents were invited to 
come to the agency. 

Several small boys were playing 
in a group and the visitors’ hearts 
warmed to a sturdy, solemn eyed 


child only to sink in disappointment 


when they learned he wasn’t the one 
selected to be their son. 

They argued and begged to have 
Stewart, though agency workers felt 
he never would live up to this exact- 
ing couple’s expectations. But Stewart 
already had been turned down by 
several families because his report 
showed that he was a problem child. 

He went home with the father and 
mother who wanted him so much. 
His days were turned into nightmares 
of practice at the piano, visits ‘to 
ntuseums and galleries and hours of 
looking at educational picture books 
when he wanted to be in the backyard 
batting a ball or scuffling with the 
neighbor's children. 

When Stewart was 10 the ultimate 
disgrace. descended on him. He was 
sent home from school and told mot to 
return. He couldn’t face the foster 
parents who wanted him to be a 
young genius. 

For five days the child slept in 
doorways and when the police found 
him he again became an unwanted 
child and was returned to the agency 
in spite of his legal adoption. 

This boy's unhappy experience, 
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and the bitter disappointment @f his 
foster parents, points up the wisdom 
of respecting the advice of agency 
workers when their findings show 
that child and parents aren't suited 
to one another. 

One of the snags that has caused 
much heartache among fester 
parents is their failure to understand 
that all adent‘ons are governed by 
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state laws. No matter where the 
child is obtained only a court pro- 
cedure can make him your own. 

Some persons merely take risks 
without legal protection. 

This was the case when a kind- 
hearted obstetrician took steps to 
help an unmarried mother who 
wouldn't even take one look at her 
baby but insisted that he be adopted 
right away without any nonsense 
about welfare or religious agencies. 

A private adoption was arranged 
with a couple well-known to the 
dector but the young mother never 
signed a formal] jegal surrender. 

Then, only three months later, the 
natural mother decided she wanted 
to keep the baby She never had seen. 
A court upheld her 

Similar disasters can be avoided.

them.

What, in that well-to-do residential corner of 
northwest Washington, had happened? Was the 
obvious conclusion—murder and suicide—the full 
answer? Why had the career of a genius—a man 
who from youth to middle age had been a master 
of figures and formulae—-come to this almost 
incomprehensible end? 

There has never been an answer, comprehen- 
sive, official and adequate. 

Today, for the first time, the full import of 
the sunlit room of death can be told. 

Paul Stoutenburgh, aging early at 44 but still 
alert, merry, completely composed, was the storm 
center of scientific research secrets of the world.

“In the war years, before the 


morning when he was found 

dead on the bed of the child he 

adored, he had a government 

post unique in this country, de- 

manding that every waking moment he serve the 

United States abovesand beyond the call of duty. 
His routine duty was to put in long hours as 

head of an office upon which converged top 

secret documents, the concentrated revelations of 

the whole country’s war—and peace—research. 
Beyond that duty, from the moment he awoke 

until the time he slept, he had to cope with the 

knowledge that the powers of the earth—-national 

and political—-wanted the secrets within his grasp, 
The responsibility was enormous. Because it 

was, Stoutenburgh, above others, had been chosen, 
“IT have never known a man to work so ably 

under pressure,” said one of his scientific friends, 
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S. Young White, of New York, 
recently, “Instead of fearing 
it, he thrived on it.” 
Others were called to tame 
and headlines. Commissioned 
a lieutenant-colonel, Stouten- 
burgh kept the archives of research—an archivist 
With secrets beyond price in dollars or honor. 


E DID as everyone who had known him 

thought he would do. He stood up, the com- 
plete master of a task that had no parallel in this 
country or in any other--until finally, with the 
war over, and a trusted civilian position open to 
him in New York, he entered a time of change. 

Gradually, bit by bit, he began to reveal that 
he was frantically worried. He told his wife and 
he told his small daughter that he was afraid 
priceless scientific secrets might be leaking out 
from the whirlpool of his office. 

Mrs. Stoutenburgh was the first to sense that 
for the first time in his life he-was having to cope 
with a problem that baffled him. He who had 
always been imperturbable under stress seemed 
gradually to be losing all his old composure; he 
gave his wife the impression that he was strug- 
gling beyond his depth. 

They had been married for 20 years and they 
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had been a leak.

had always been happy. For 12 years, since Mary 
had been born, they had lived in the big brick 
house at 1521 Kalmia Road, Northwest. They had 
been a compact, self-contained family—-Paul and 
Anna and the little girl whom they both loved 
beyond words. Anna could not help discerning 
the first moment Paul began to veer off from the 
ways she had Known since they were young. 

“What is it, Paul? You can tell me.” 

“I can’t tell you. I can’t. I’m sworn to secrecy. 
I honor that oath. All I can say is that I’m afraid 
of a leak in the research data.” 

Then, as in the past, he held his oath of secrecy 
inviolable. 

He did not say definitely that he knew there 
He did not say outrightly that 
priceless information belonging to 
the United States was moving into 
the hands of a foreign power. The 
oath, he kept on repeating to his 
wife, held him silent. 


THE very nature of his responsi- 

bility made his office the clear- 
ing house of documents brought 
together nowhere else. 

In the development of the atom 
bomb, radar, the bombsight, and 
myriad other scientific achieve- 
ments, widely divergent groups of 
specialists worked. Each had its 
own major. secret. One greup 
often did not know détails of an- 
other group’s vastly complex de- 
velopments. 

To Stoutenburgh’'s office came 
all their secrets--packaged, con- 
centrated for quick reading. 

A foreign power, determined to 
pilfer American research informa- 
tion, could have moved upon no 
more central point of data collec. 
tion than that office. -Besides that, 
the data there was not confound. 
ingly voluminous, not so complex 
that an espionage agent might be 
unable to realize its significance. 

It was, summarized ‘so that its 
proper ownership might be estab- 
lished by patent in peacétime. 

This was the _ infor- 
mation from which 
Stoutenburgh feared a 
leak. 

\s late as Christmas, 
1945, he was still him- 
seif, as of old, calm and 
assured, when his

friend, Mr. White, an inventor, met him in New 
York. In the little time between then and carly 
spring, the change took place. As March came 
on, it grew more pronounced, : 

Steutenburgh wrote, finally, to Secretary of 
War Robert B. Patterson, mentioning his appre- 
hension. He wrote to Secretary of Navy James 
V. Forrestal. He apparently brought himself to 
the point where he believed he had to report to 
his highest superiors. 

It was undoubtedly a wrench for him. He 
must have hung upon their answers. 

In acknowledging his communications, they 
said it was not his immediate duty to be so api 
tatedly concerned. 

His movements, after that, grew less and less 
comprehensible to his wife and little Mary. 

What was the pressure on him? Did he fear 
a spy ring? Was he torn between two harrowing 
impulses—-one the impulse to keep quiet and be 
safe, the other the impulse to spread abroad his 
knowledge as Igor Gouzenko did in Canada? 

Gouzenko, in. September, 1945, walked out of 
the Soviet Embassy in Ottawa with more than 
100 secret documents under his shirt; these were 
documents proving that his diplomatic colleagues 
were organizing a spy ring which included 
Canadian civil servants, scientists and even a 
member of Parliament. His evidence convicted 
11 pérsons and sent them to prison. 

Did Stoutenburgh, in his extremity of mental 
suffering in the spring of 1946, believe there was 
danger to be feared from a spy ring here? 

Reality grew to be too much for him. Once, 
in a sudden, brief rejection of it, he turned his 
back on the big Georgian house in Kalmia Road, 
he faced away from his headquarters in the pat- 
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ent division, Office of Scientific Research and 
Development. Going to an obscure tailoring shop, 
he asked for a job pressing clothing. 

Anna, her alarms deepening, gave up her posi. 
tion with the American Security and Trust Co., 
to stay home and care for her husband. 

Another time, rejecting reality, he tried to 
take his life with gas, and was saved only by the 
unexpected return of his family. 


INANCIAL worries couldn't have concerned him. 

He'd had offers of two government positions, 
each at the $9,200 maximum for his kind of work; 
several civilian concerns had sought his services: 
he had arranged to take one in New York. 

“Spy ring! Spy ring!” There seems no doubt 
that this was what unremittingly ran through his 
mind. It was in his mind, probably, on Friday, 
March 29, when Jean Greeves, daughter of Dr. 
James J. Greeves, telephoned little Mary and 
made a skating appointment for the next morn- 
ing. Jean and Mary were cousins; Mrs. Greeves 
and Mrs. Stoutenburgh were sisters. 

“Spy ring! Spy ring!” It throbbed in his mind 
through that day, and at night, and again, in the 
morning. At least, investigators think so, now. 
But how that can account for what happened ° 
then, they can not say, for the next morning was 
Saturday, March 30, the day of the tragedy. 

Jean Greeves wondered why Mary did not keep 
the skating date, and later told her mother. They 
could not understand it.’ Mary had been known 
through all of Cathedral School as a little girl 
who could be depended on. 

Sunday passed with no word from the Stou- 
tenburghs, and on Monday morning Mrs. Greeves 
tried several times to telephone to them. Each 
time there was no answer. She became alarmed, 
and Dr. Greeves, with a friend, Byron Stanner, 
went to the big brick house in Kalmia Road. 

The Stoutenburgh car was in the garage. On 
the front porch, the Saturday evening and Sunday 
papers tay where a delivery boy had left them. 
The doors were locked. 

Dr. Greeves called the police. They forced 
entry through a window, saw that everything ap- 
peared undisturbed downstairs—-Saturday morn- 
ing’s papers had been brought inside-—-and then 
they went upstairs, eventually to Mary’s room. 

At the -threshold, they stood transfixed. 

What, exactly, had happened they could not 
say then, and since no outsider had been in the 
room at the time of the tragedy, the authorities 
and other investigators could not say later. 

iow could Paul Stoutenburgh, with every- 
thing te live for, have done this? If he had not 
done it, who or what had wanted his voice, and 
hts whole family’s voices, stilled-forever? They 
could do no more than speculate. Sometimes their 
speculation led to a reconstruction of the crime, 
and the one which they favored most set forth 


“the events of that Saturday morning as follows: 


Paul-—-they speculated—-arose that morninse, 
slipped on a smoking jacket, and dropped the .25 
calibre pistol into a pocket. Anna Stoutenburgh, 
donning a house dress, went downstairs. Mary, 
still in pajamas, remained in her room, sleeping 
late, since there was no school that day. 

Before Mary was up, her father was moving 
along the familiar hallway toward her door. 

He was moving deliberately they speculated 

with a single purpose. He may have been steel- 
ing himself with the thought of the necessity that 
weighed upon him. “I'd better start with my 
darling. I'd better start with Mary.” Every 
ounge of his strength must have been given to 
the gentle push with which he opened that door. 


NSIDE they speculated--he looked upon the 
small face he loved so much and in some man- 
ner beyond ordinary comprehension, he _ lifted 
that pistol and took aim. The bullet entered 
cleanly through the temple, 

The sound of the shot, or perhaps a premoni 
tion, as the scene was reconstructed, brought 
Anna Stoutenburgh. Mary (who died seven days 
later) lay on the far side of the bed. Pau! stood 
beside her with the gun. Anna must have turned 
Sharply, for Paul’s bullet struck her, mortally, in 
the back of the head. 

After that, some investigators think, there was 
not much left to be done. Paul, they thought, did 
not hesitate. Anna dead, Mary dying, he put 
the gun muzzle to his own right temple. 

But no one saw him do it. No witness to 
those last moments of a family has been found. 
Did Paul fear a leak had already been effected? 
Did he believe he foresaw one in the making? Did 
he think his Knowledge placed Anna and Mary 
and himself in peril? 

One more possibility: Had they, the family, 
actually been in peril for some time? Were they 
caught in a merciless maze of espionage agents’ 
intrigue? Was it finally an alien hand that was 
lifted against them and a diabolically clever alien 
plot that took their lives? 

The questions will not be silenced. They recur 
again and again. They leave open the mystery 
o* what happened and why--in Mary’s room. 
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whatever he wears !

T IS hard to believe that any of the 
Philadelphia Biddles —- famous for 
their illustrious family tradition 
and their freedom from financial want 

could be so concerned over a $10 
debt as to -bring the matter up in 
court. 

That is why, when Evelyn Moore 
Biddle Dike Chandler Latour, one of 
the famous clan, recently filed suit in 
New York Supreme Court against her 
husband, seeking to recover $13,740— 
and placing great emphasis upon a 
particular $10--the case attracted far 
more than ordinary attention. 

The suit for the return of sums 
Mrs. Latour said she lent Mr. Latour 


over a period of a year and a half 
was an indignant echo of an earlier 
petition for annulment of their mar- 
riage. And the surprising $10 item 
is closely linked to that event. 

Latour and the former Evelyn 
Moore Biddle were wed on August 2, 
1945, at Thompson, Conn.,, by Justice 
of the Peace Arthur Wilkes. Latour 
was her third husband. The first was 
New York Supreme Court Justice 
Norman S. Dike, and the ‘second 
Randolph Elsworth Chandler, both of 
lineage compatible with the Biddle 
standard. 

Though she did not know it then, 
Says Mrs. Latour, her union with 
Latour was the beginning of a bitter 
disillusionment. Her petition for an- 
nulment reads: 

“My husband misrepresented that 
he was of a good, reputable, honor- 
able and famous European family, 
that he was well-born. that his mother 
was of French descent and was of 
good family and well]-born, that his 
real name was Alexandre de Ba!i/let- 
Latour and that he was descended by 
blood from the great family of France 
and Belgium. 

“He falsely represented that he 
had a substantial family inheritance 
and possessed a great fortune and 
a family chateau of intei netional re- 
nown known as Chateau Latour, 
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“fT relicd upon these 
tions, which I discovered «after the 
marriage to be wholly unt.ue. He 
knew them to be untrue because he 
was not well-born, he was not of a 
good and reputable and honorable 
and famous European family, but in- 
stead wis born out of wedlock to one 
Maria Holtz, who was of German 
descent, and his real name was Adolph 
Holtz, thereafter becoming Adolph 
Latour when he was lJegitimatized by 
the marriage of Maria Holtz and 
Adolph Latour. 

“My husband was not descended 
from, or related by blood or marriage 
to, the de Baillet-Latour family. He 
had no family inheritance or fortune 
and no chateau or any other property 
of any great value in Europe or else 
where. 

“By fraud he represented to me 
that he had sufficient money to sup 
port both himself and me. He deceived 
me. He failed and refused to provide 
a home for us. He concealed until 
after the marriage he did not have 
sufficient money to support us.” 

In addition, Mrs. Latour declared 
their marriage had never been con- 
summated and, to make clear the 
disparity between her husband’s back- 
ground ind her own, she said: 

“T was born in Philadelphia, Pa., 
as Evelyn Biddle, of good family and 


representa- 


of antecedents of reputable and dis 
tinguished. Amer.can stock extending 
from Colonia! times to date. I would 
not have married anyone not of good 
birth and standing.” 

The annulment petition was filed 
last May. Five months later, appar- 
ently after Mrs. Latour had ample 
time to simmer over the alleged in- 
justice done the Biddle name, she 
supplemented her original petition 
with a suit for recovery of the $13,740 
she ciaimed to have advanced Latou 
with the understanding he would pay 
it back. 

That’s where the $10 came in. 

In a motion to examine Frank A. 
Decker, of Thompson, Conn., before 
trial, she said 

“The testimony of Frank A, Decker 
is material and necessai’y to me in my 
suit for the purpose of providing one 
of the items of damaye claimed in my 
complaint. On the occasion of our 
marriage my husband borrowed the 
sum of $10 from Mr. Decker for the 
purpose of making payment to the 
justice of the peace who performed 
the ceremony. 

“Thereafter Mr. Decker was re- 
paid by me from my own ftinds, upon 
the understanding that the $10 would 
be’ paid back to me by my husband. 
My husband has already claimed that 
he personally repaid Mr, Decker from

his personal funds without any con- 
tribution or advance by me, The 
testimony of Frank Decker concern- 
ing this transaction is most material 
to me in proof of my case.” 

Latour snorted at his wife's orig- 
inal annulment petition. He declared 
he had never represented himself as 
anything but a lawyer who is practis- 
ing hefe, as he once did in Holland. 
He pointed out that his wife had 
three years to learn all about him 
before the marriage made her Mrs. 
Latour. 

As for the financial suit, he 
entered a general denial. He says he 
owes her nothing and dismisses the 
Frank Decker episode with these few 
words: 

This motion involves a total 
amount of 510 out of a cause of action 
of over $12,000, It seems quite obvious 
on its face that the application js 
made to harass me and cause me 
additional expense.” 

The $10 item, probably, is signifi- 
cant because it was the second half 
of a double blow to the Biddle pride. 
To pay the fee for marrying a bona 
fide de Baillet-Latour might be bear- 
able to a Biddle—but to be married 
to an allegedly spurious de Baiilet- 
Latour and pay the fee, too, is far 
more than a Biddle should reasonably 
bye expected fo take,

Francis’ swift, accurate shot saved Bill's life 
on that occasion, Just as her expert marksman 
ship did in other hair-raising emergencies during 
their recent six months big game collecting ex 
pedition in the African junvles for the Philadel- 
phia Academy of Natural Sciences. 

Francis Carpenter, and she insists upon the 
masculine spelling of her name, looks more at 
home with a teacup than an elephant gun. 

she is one of the most socially popular young 
matrons of exclusive Montchanin, on the out- 


skirts of Wilmington, Delaware, where her hus- 
band, his brother and father have big estates. 

Bill’s father, Robert Carpenter, is a noted 
sportsman and big game hunter. He took his 
son to Alaska when Bill was 10 years old, At that 
tender age he shot his first bear, 

When Bill came out of the Army a year and 
a half ago his restlessness came with him. Francis 
recognized the symptoms and quietly made a 
decision. She bought herself a rifle. 

She had never had a gun in her hands before, 
but in the rolling meadows of Montchanin she 
taught herself to become a crack shot. 

At first Bill was skeptical. He took her ona 
short trip to Montana and Wyoming for prong- 
horn antelope and moose, then on a tougher one 
into Mexico for desert sheep to see if she could 
take it.

She grabbed it, raised it to her shoulder and 
dropped the rhino with a shot through the heart. 

In the wilds of Northern Rhodesia the Carpen- 
ters were searching for one of the rarest of 
African specimens, the Cokesons’ wildebeest. 

She and Bill were at breakfast when a magnifi- 
cent specimen dashed right through their camp 
with great, terror-inspired leaps. 

Close on its heels were two lean animals re- 
sembling large mongrels. They were wild dogs. 

“The wild dogs began to tire just beyond 
camp,” she says. “Then another pair emerged 
from the bush and took up the chase. And then 
another. And then a fresh pair closed in to make 
the kill.

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The Proper Foods Can Help Pre- 
vent Ravages of Chronic Heart

VIDENCE from medical investi- 
gations is piling up that special 
diets, calculated to reduce over- 
weight and to change the chemical 
conditions within the body, will play 
an important part in the new treat- 
ments of the diseases of the heart, 
blood vessels and blood pressure. 
Recently, for example, patients 
suffering from high blood pressure 
and associated heart diseases, includ- 
ing the dreadful angina pectoris, were 
given a special diet by Drs. J. Marion 
Bryant and Elmira Blecha of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Medical School, 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, with some very 
encouraging and significant results. 
There were 100 patients, not hos- 
pitalized, given the diet therapy for 
periods varying from several weeks 
to 12 months without interruption. 
In the majority of these cases not 
only blood pressure was lowered but 
symptoms of heart ailments were also 
decreased. Among 35 patients who 
were markedly improved there were 
several who had not been benefited 
by extensive surgical. operations, in 
which nerves are severed, for the re- 
lief of the high blood pressure disease. 
Those who had suffered repeated 
and frequent attacks of angina pec- 
toris, the heart malady in which pain- 
ful heart attacks oecur, were greatly 
benefited. The attacks were reduced 
in numbers and severity. Enlarged 
hearts were reduced. The heart ac- 
tion became better; and such symp- 
toms of dropsy (in congestive heart 
“failure’) as an accumulation of tis- 
sue fluids, in lungs and heart and 
legs were abated. 
The Michigan diet is essentially 
similar to the diets employed by Dr. 


ly made tomato soup, roast lamb 
(no added salt), boiled rice, string 
beans, salad (as for luncheon), straw- 
berries with milk. 

Second: Morning——orange juice, 
grapefruit juice, one egg and one yolk 
of egg, oatmeal. Dialyzed milk (pow- 
dered milk from which salt is re. 
moved), coffee and sugar. Noon 
meat patties, macaroni, tomatoes, 
lettuce, apples, grape juice, unsalted 
butter. Evening—chicken, peaches, 
grapes, apricots, lemon juice, sugar, 
unsalted butter. 

The diets employed for the relief 
of cononary heart and high blood 
pressure diseases by the physicians 
of the University of Michigan, South- 
western Medical College (Dallas), and 
the Cleveland Clinic contain more pro- 
tein (meat, egg, milk) and fat, and 
provide more of water and fruit juices, 
than the’ “rice diet’ for high blood 
pressure used by Dr. Walter Kemp- 
ner, of Duke University (Durham, 
N. C.) as was comprehensively pub- 
lished in The American Weekly of 
March 23, 1947. 


Details of any of these diets are.

Irvine H. Page, research director of 
the Cleveland Clinic, and director of 
The American Foundation for iiigh 
Blood Pressure (Cleveland), and dy 
Dr. Arthur Gfrollman, of the South- 
western Medical College, Dallas, Tex., 
and other investigators. 

Any such diet, in a sense, is a re- 
ducing § diet. All authorities apree 
that overweight is definitely bad for 
ailments of the heart, arteries and 
blood pressure, a triangie of closely 
interlocked maladies. But also the 
special diet is low in salt, protein 
and cholesterol (ko-lester-ol), This 
latter substance is a waxy alcohol 
present in large amounts’ in - eggs, 
milk, cream, animal fats and choc- 
olate. 

Two samples of menus for one 
day, employed by the Cleveland and 
the Dallas physicians, illustrate com- 
binations of foodstuffs having low 
salt, low protein, low cholesterol. 

One: sreakfast —- orange juice, 
toast from salt-free bread, jelly, cof- 
fee with sugar. Luncheon—fruit juice, 
potato, salad of-cucumber,; tomato, 
lettuce, mayonnaise witout salt, choc- 
olate bread pudding. Dinner—fresh- 
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available only to physicians. _ The 
diet for coronary heart and high 
blood pressure diseases is a strictly 
medical treatment and should not be 
tried by anybody, except under the 
physician’s care and control, 

‘The total amount of common salt 
eaten in 24 hours, in any of these 
svstems, is about one-15th to one-30th 
of a level teaspoonful of salt, “200 
to 500 milligrams.” 

As Dr. Page explained, at a sym 
posium of the American Medical As 
sociation, salt operates to retain tis 
sue fluids which, in case of hea:t 
failure, indicates dropsy. Eating less 
salt and drinking water freely washes 
the salt out of the tissues.

When high blood pressure exists, 
if there is excessive cholesterol in the 
blood, some of it is likely to get de- 
posited in the walls of the coronary 
arteries ¢which supply blood to the 
heart itself) and in other arteries, 
Thus, “arterioschiecrosis” —-(Car-tere. 
o-skle-rosis), or hardening, scarring 
and thickening of arteries, occurs. 
Heart attacks mean that the coro- 
nary arteries fail to supply enough 
blood to the heart, 

Angina pectoris (chest pain) at- 
tacks the narrowing of the coronary, 
is transient and pain passes away 
when more blood flows to the heart. 

The attack may be precipitated by 
physical exertion and by emotional 
outbursts.

But in coronary 
thrombosis, a blood clot is formed in 
the searred artery and obstructs the 
blood flow in the coronary vessel.

HE slender young man sat at his 

piano and ran his fingers through 

his hair. He played a few notes, 
and again he gave up in disgust. This 
was his big chance to write a hit, and 
the idea just wouldn’t come. 

In the other corner of the room, 
his pretty young wife turned the last 
page of the novel she was reading by 
gaslight, sighed, and laid it down. 

“Well,” she said. ‘That’s 
Sweetest story ever!” 

Her husbdnd looked at her with a 
smile. “No, dear,” he said. “You are 
the sweetest story ever...” Suddenly 
he snapped his fingers. “Told!” he 
cried. ‘The Sweetest Story Ever 
Told! That’s my song!” 

That’s how, 55 years ago, a quiet, 
unassuming ‘music store clerk wrote 
the melody that has become one of 
the stand-out hits in popular music. 
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The song, translated into many 
languages and published in many 
keys and over 15 different arrange- 
ments, brought happiness and a com- 
fortable living to the composer and 
his wife during their lifetimes. 

Its inspiration, Mrs. Julia Van- 
Dermeer Stults, received royalties 
from its saJe right up until her death, 
recently, in West Chester, Pennsyl- 
vania. The composer died in 1933, 
at the age of 72. 

Due to that one song, the Stultses 
were able to satisfy their modest 
needs for the rest of their lives. John 
W. Drain, a friend of the couple since 
1909 and now assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Theodore Presser Com- 
pany, which distributes -the song, esti- 
mates that they received at least 
$50,000 over the years in royalties. 

“If he were alive today, under the 
present rules protecting composers, 
he’d clean up,”’ Mr. Drain said. ‘““Why,

he’d get $5,000 a year for public per- 
formances alone, and two cents apiece 
for all the phonograph records that 
have been sold.” 

Of primary importance, however, 
was the fact that the sweet melody 
enabled Stults to continue his musical 
career. His family had opposed his 
going into music for a career, and he 
hadn't done well. First he was pro- 
prietor of a music shop in Baltimore, 
and, when that failed, became a clerk 
in another music store. 

One day Mira Mirella, one of the 
lovelier singing stars of the Gay 
Nineties, came into his shop in search 
of a new number for her show. Stults 
showed her all the songs he had, but 
she wasn’t satisfied. 

“Well,” he safd, “I'll write you a 
song.” 

She laughed, but he insisted that 
he was serious. For several years he 
had dreamed of writing a popular

song, one that would be a hit. He 
now had a singer who would push. it 
for him—all he had to do was write it. 

The next morning, Mira, not really 
believing that he would have the 
song ready, dropped by the store. He 
played for her “The Sweetest Story 
Ever Told.” She listened to the sweet, 
simple melody, and heard him say 
the words: 


Tell me, do you love me? 
Tell me softly, sweetly, as of old! 
Tell me that you love me, 
For that's the sweetest story ever 
told.* 


The star recognized the song im- 
mediately as a potential hit, and put 
it in her show. That was in 1892. 
Within a year music houses were 
begging the composer for permission 
to publish it. 

The usual situation was reversed. 
Instead of the composer hoping that 
some publisher would print it, Stults 
allowed the Oliver Ditson Company, 
then one of the biggest publishers in 
the country and since taken over by 
the Presser company, to market it for 
him. 

Then the couple moved to Ridley 
Park, a fashionable 
suburb of Philadel 
phia, and settled 
down in a large, com- 
fortable house. With 
a steady income, 
Stults could afford 
to stay in the field of 
music he liked best. 
Gone were the days 
of clerking in music 
stores. He was now 
a composer. 

He played the or- 
gan at various 
churches around 
Philadelphia, and al- 
so went seriously in- 
to his second love, 
choir work. When- 
ever he felt like it, 
he turned out some 
composition or an- 

other, this week a Christmas cantata, 
the next an anthem. 

Sometimes he would write a dozen 
or more pieces for organ or piano 
in a day. Several of. his works were 
published under pseudonyms. 

Although Stults frequently fancied 
himself in poor health, he lived to be 
72. At his death, Mrs. Stults, then 71, 
was lonely in a big house. She went 
to Mr. Drain for advice. 

Because of the long association 
between the composer and the Presser 
company, Mrs. Stults was offered a 
home in the Presser Foundation’s 
Htiome for Retired Music Teachers. 

She .was not actually a music 
teacher, but one of the rules was 
stretched a bit, and she was per- 
enter the comfortable, 
friendly establishment. 

There she passed the remaining 
years of her life, living comfortably 
off the facilities of the home and the 
royalties from her song. 

That one song guaranteed her 
happiness in her later years, just as it 
had kept her and her husband so well 
during his lifetime. It was, indeed, 
“The Sweetest Story Ever Told.”

HERE’S quick-winged color in the 
sky again. 
southward the ducks and 

geese are driving their wedges 
toward winter feeding grounds. 

Here come the wildfowl! And 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico 
the guns are booming and ducks are 
toppling from the skies. 

Man is on the hunt once more. 

This is the year of crisis which 
may point to the extinction of water- 
fowl. President Truman, acting upon 
the recommendation of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, has reduced 
the hunting season from 45 to a range 
of 30 to 35 days, the daily bag limit 
from seven to four, the possession 
limit from 14 to eight, to check a 
decline estimated to have reduced the 
migratory waterfowl population from 
125,000,000 to 54,000,000. 

However, signs indicate that this 
number is rising. 

John H. Baker, president of the 
Audubon Society, had requested a

complete suspension of duck hunting. 
The results of, this year’s shooting 
and of next summer’s nesting will 
determine whether shooting might be 
entirely prohibited in 1948. 

Fifty-four million ducks and geese 
are a small percentage of the vast 
migration not many years ago. 

Anyone who considers it impossi- 
ble that wild ducks and geese should 
become extinct is unacquainted with 
the history of man’s dissipation of 
nature’s feathered bounty. 

Once the population of the passen- 
ger pigeon was in the billions. Man 
shot them, snared them and netted 
them. In 1914 the last one died. 

A century ago the Labrador duck 
was in abundance along our northern 
coast. Man hunted him for his meat 
and down, and in 1875 the last died. 

All but extinct now is the trum.- 
peter swan, one of the largest of 
North American birds, which was al- 
most shot out before being brought 
under federal supervision. 

Our ducks and geese have not 
been subject to wholesale slaughter 
of this nature for many years now, 
yet their population began a steady 
decrease in 1905. Sale of wildfow!] 
was outlawed, bag limits more than 
cut in half, use of live decoys and 
baiting prohibited, automatic weapons 
plugged, Yet the decline continued.

ist. Not only does he abide by the 
restrictions the government imposed, 
but through his organization, Ducks 
Unlimited, he has contributed more 
than $1,000,000 for artificial breeding 
grounds or the improvement of nest- 
ing places and he has co-operated with 
the U. & Fish & Wildlife Service. 
An abbreviated hunting season, or 
closed season, may not save the wild- 
fowl. In some years, according to 
Ducks Unlimited, 70 per cent of the 
annual duck hatch has been destroyed 
before the hunting season opens. 
Drought, fire, crows, magpies and 
flash floods take a terrific toll. 
Perhaps the greatest handicap to 
the wildfowl increase has been the 
constant encroachment of civilization 
upon areas which were nesting 
grounds or feeding grounds or win- 
tering. grounds. Ducks which some- 
times raised two broods find diffi- 
culty raising one when disturbed by 
humans. Millions of ducklings fail 
to survive for autumn flight. 
More ducks are wintering in the 
temperate zone because their regular 
winter grounds in the south have 
become unattractive or uninhabitable.

horses thundéred down the stretch. 

The years rolled back and the 
magistrate saw, in his mind’s eye, a 
younger edition of the 47-year-old 
man flashing home a winner, his silks 
flying in the breeze, while the crowds 
shouted: “Come on, Buddy!...Come 
on, you Buddy Ensor!” 

Reluctantly the magistrate brought 
his eyes back to the object of his 
judicial duty. He sighed and said 
softly: “Five days in the Workhouse.” 

Buddy Ensor, once the. great, 
proud, affluent Buddy Ensor, the 
little fellow whose name was men- 
tioned in the same breath with Tod 
Sloan, Earl Sande, Isaac Murphy and 
Snapper Garrison, grinned feebly. 

“When I get out I’m goin’ to Sara- 
toga, your honor. Maybe I can hook 
on as a ‘Stable boy. I've still got 
horses in my blood.” 

It was back in 1917 that Buddy 
burst upon the racing scene. A small, 
wire-strung kid of 17,’ scarcely 108 
pounds, he had left his Baltimore 
home the year before to try his luck 
on the turf. He went west under the 
wing of Tom Shannon and at Hot 
Springs won eight races with 11 
mounts. This feat for an apprentice 
jockey was good enough to give him 
advance billing in the Bast. 

He came to the big eastern tracks 
in 1918, riding for Bill Hogan, trainer 
of the Clark stable. Hogan liked him. 
Everybody liked Buddy, with his 
cocky, confident stride and his ready 
tongue. But Hogan couldn’t keep 
him...Buddy and liquor got along 
too well together. 

Buddy liked liquor and he liked 
the gay. spots and he refused to con- 
sider jockeying too seriously. Many 
a time they lifted him into the saddle. 
Once on his mount, however, he was 
a better bet than most of the other 
boys on the track. 

They say Buddy never whipped a 
horse, that he “talked’”’ to his mount 
with his hands, that a stream of un- 
derstanding flowed from rider to 
animal through his ten fingers. 
Drunk or sober, Buddy brought them 
home and scarcely two years after 
his entrance into big time he was a 
jockey great. 

In 1920 Buddy rode for four own- 
ers, all of whom gave him up because 
of his drinking. Then, near the close 
of the Saratoga meet in August, Tom 
Healy took him in hand. Tom treated 
him like a son, saw that he lived 
simply. It paid off. From September 
2 to October 24, Buddy rode 83 win- 
ners out of 186 mounts. 

At Aqueduct on Sept. 17 he won 
five out of a card of six races, losinz 
the sixth by a nose. Less than a 
month later he rode four winners in 
a row. It was imperative that Buddy 
straighten out now, for in 1919 he 
had married Daisy Bennett of Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y. 

It couldn’t, however, last. In the 
next few years, during which daugh- 
ter Alberta Elaine appeared in the 
Ensor home, Buddy cut a wide swath 
through Broadway. Money was roll- 
ing in. Despite his failing he was 
too good a jockey to pass up and 
rides were plentiful. When he was 
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Illustrated by 
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set down for heated bickerings with 
the stewards he was promptly rein- 
stated. At one time he was reputed 
to be worth $250,000. 

This went out as fast as it had 
come in...on Broadway parties, lavish 
dissipation, devil-may-care spending. 
He became a source of annoyance at 
the tracks. Although he was honest, 
capable and likable, the stewards 
would not put ug with his repeated 
disturbances. In 1924 they told Buddy 
he was through, barred. indefinitely. 

He didn’t believe it at first. Just 
another few-day suspension, he 
thought. He applied for reinstate- 
ment. He was refused. He applied 
again, was refused again. For eight 
years his applications were refused 
and every time he got a “No!” he 
turned to liquor. 

Daisy never gave up hope of his 
regeneration. “He'll come back,” 


she’d say. “He just needs a little 
more rest.” She told Buddy repeat- 
ediy: “You can do it, Buddy! You 
can lick the booze if you'll just tr 
hard enough!” Without support. she 
moved back with her folks to await 
the day. 

The day came in 1931. Buddy went 
on the wagon. For keeps. He got a 
job with Johnny Zoeller’s stable, ex 
ercising horses at first, working up 
to assistant trainer. He stuck to it 
for 18 months, without a drink. In 
1932 Zoeller got permission for him 
to ride in Havana. The old touch 
was there. He booted home many a 
winner. He rode at Miami and scored 
again. Then he was reinstated. 

He won the first race he rede at 
Jamaica after reinstatement then

flashed home winner of seven 
in eight days. “Ensor’s back!” 
the cry from the stands. 

Again it couldn't last. The bright 
lights beckoned, and the liquor, and 
the good times. Again he was set 
down. For the next nine years 
Buddy’s life was a long series of 
suspensions and _ futile efforts to 
make a comeback. He last rode to 
victory in a race at Garden State 
Park in 1942. 

Since then he appeared in court 
many times, always penniless, poorly 
clothed, ill. The charge was always 
simple “vagrancy.” 

Last month Buddy Ensor died in 
an ambulance on the way to a hos- 
pital. His body lay on a morgue slab 
14 hours before he was _ identified.

VERY day the Post Office De- 

partment handles uncounted 

millions of letters and packages.

The boarder, she said, told her he 
was going to a stag party, but she 
found two tickets to a dance in his 
dresser drawer.

With these meagre clues, inspec- 
tors visited steel] mills, iron foundries, 
twine makers and paper mills, but 
they learned nothing until they 
reached Cleveland, Ohio. There a 
battery manufacturer identified the 
label as one that his company had“ 
pasted on a package containing an 
“H-3-D Radio C Battery.” Records 
showed that shipments had been made 
to only seven North Carolina firms 
one of which was a hardware store 
beneath Dr. Hege’s office. 

The inspectors tracked the twine 
to a rope company of Auburn, N. Y. 
It had been sold to a paper company 
in Winston-Salem, N. C., and then to 
a supply company which had only one 
customer in Mt. Airy—-Dr. Hege. 

The proprietor of the Mt. Airy hard- 
ware store said he had sold dynamite 
to the dentist. He also said he kept 
pipe fittings in a room which was 
accessible to Dr. Hege. These fittings 
corresponded with the iron fragments. 
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- Office inspection Service Hes Kade 
Misuse of the Mail Unprofitabie 
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The postal men made a dummy 
package resembling. the one _ the 
planter had received. They took it to 
post offices in- North Carolina and 
Virginia. The clerk at a substation in 
a store near Richmond recalled a man 
who had mailed one like it. 

A woman clerk in the store re- 
membered the man, too. The owner 
of a nearby gas station remembered a 
man who had stopped for gas and 
asked the way to the post office. A 
real estate broker recalled that the 
same man had almost run over him. 

These four persons were taken to 
Mt. Airy, N. C., and posted at a large 
window across the street from Dr. 
Hege’s office. When the’ dentist 
emerged, all four recognized him.

HE mighty bull market of 1929 was surging 
toward its fearful climax. Everyone, in the 
little towns and m the big cities, was buying 
stocks om margin, certain of a rise that wor 
not end before they could sell out at a proilit 
that weuld change a way of liie. : 

Your butcher and your baker had a hot tip 
every day. Your druggist and your barber suc: 
denly were market analysts. Next door your 
neighbor, in two weeks, doubled his money, on 
paper. 

Hard-headed Bernard E. Smith, a quiet man 
of 41, square-jawed and forthright, who had risen 
from New York slums to make a fortune, and 
lose it, and make another, was in with the rest, 
a bull in a great bull market. 

He wasn't selling America short. He was, in 
fact, in the late days of October that year, off 
on an airplane jaunt over northeastern Canada, 
confident the market would hold at least until 
he had his holiday. 

On the evening of October 24, his plane, far 
up the eastern coast, came down to a smooth 
landing. He heard then the news that all! after- 
noon had shaken the world. 

The dream — the fantasy of the bootblack, the 
store clerk and even the shrewdest professional 
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market operators — had exploded. 

On the New York Stock Exchange that day, 
12.894,650 shares were sold. Prices me!ted min 
ute to minute. Equities, men's lifelong hopes for 
the comfort of their families, vanished as in 
brokerage offices of the country the ticker tape 
told its appalling story of the end of an epoch. 

As the first sunset of the depression years 
faded, the quiet Mr. Smith, up thereein Canada, 
did not do as many others, committed to the bull 
side of the market, did. They quaked under the 
shock of the day’s decline but they decided the 
disaster marked only a dip in a still-rising market. 

Mr. Smith decided it was an omen of an even 
greater collapse to come. He turned the nose of 
his plane south. A gold mining errand which he 
had had in mind he abandoned. He headed for

Wall Street, storm center of the world. 
Overnight he changed his whole attitude toward 
market trends. He had been consistently a bull. 
Now he was determinedly a bear. 
Hie charged into his brokerage offices, i! 
legend can be believed, wi‘n an historic shout: 
“Sell ’em!” he cried. ‘They aren’t worth any- 
thing!” 


Kk sold ’em himself. He sold short, and kept on 
selling short, and stoek prices kept on dwin- 
dling. Of all bear operators he was the greatest, 
and it was thus he got the name by which the 
world knows him today: Sell ‘Em Ben Smith. 
Four days after that first wave of panic swept! 
over the market, Sell 'Em Ben Smith saw another 
wave strike. ‘This one was a tidal wave. That 
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day, October 28, sales made a record not equalled 
before or since. Beantic speculators——-the butcher, 
the baker, and everyone else — tossed 16,410,030 
shares into the maelstrom. 

General Electric plunged 47 points. Eastman 
Kodak went down 41. New York Central, bell- 
wether of the. rails, fell five in the morning, 
regained it, then plummeted 22. 

That, tragically for all the little investors, was 
the Base Low. It didn’t seem so to Ben Smith. 

“Sell ’em,” he said. “They are still too high.” 


kK sold, on through December, 1929. Still a 

bear, he weathered the rallies of 1930 and 1931. 
Then the depression really set in, and he was on 
the rivht side of the merket. 

Fo.tunes were gone. Caudy dreams were dim. 


The weaklings among the moneyed plungers were 
jumping out of window's ‘» downtown Manhkh tn. 
Sell ‘Ean Ben Smith, who had known what it \ us 
to eut the cabbage without the corned beef in his 
youth on the grubby fringe of New York's Hell's 
Kitchen, sat back easy. He wasn’t a blusterer 
and he never presumed then (as he doesn't now) 
to be a seer. He merely held to the short side, 
and the millions rolled in,

There was, indeed, space, and they both, it 
seemed in no time, were sitting in a suite in 
Shanghai's Cathay Hotel. 

Returning by the same route would have been 
an anti-climax. So they decided to go back through 
Europe. ‘Two hours after they left for Mukden 
to take the ‘Trans-Siberian Railway, their suite 
was razed in the first bombing of Shanghai.

ANY of the world’s most fa 

mous Siamese twins could 

have been separated by a new 

and simple severing operation, which 

is sparing similar present-day twins 

from s+ the hardship of dragging 
through life bound together. 

This is the scientific report of Ir, 

Frederick J. Bailey, deputy health 

commissioner of Boston and forme .!, 


of Harvard and Johns Hopkins. 

Findings made by Dr. Bailey re- 
veal that Siamese twins are not near- 
ly as rare as commonly believed. At 
least one set occurs in every 250,000 
births, but these are usually kept 
secret between the parents and the 
physician who--thanks to modern 
surgery-——can now sever most of them. 

Dr. Bailey, member of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, and _ the 
Massachusetts Medical Society, says 
that Eng and Chang, the original 
Siamese twins, could have been sep- 
arated by surgery, as could the 
famed’ Filipino twins, Lucio and Sim- 
plicio Godino, joined at the base of 
their spinal columns. 

Other internafionally known Siam- 
ese twins who could have been 
spared by surgery were the Hindu 
sisters, connected at the chest; the 
so-called Newport twins, similarly 
joined; the Biddenden sisters, con- 


nected at the shoulders, and the Hun-. 


garian’ sisters, Helen and Judith, 
joined back to back at the lower seg- 
ment of the spine. 

There are two types of Siamese 
twins, according to Dr. Bailey. Those 
joined by tissue or cartilage, and 
those sharing.a single abdominal 
tract, organs, arid blood vessels. This 
latter group is extremely rare, and 
continues to baffle medical science. 

More than 90 per cent of all Siam- 
ese twins are «> nected superficially, 
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at the thighs, base of the spine, arms, 
side of the face, chest, legs, and head. 

Afte. the twins have been deliv- 
ered by Cacsarean operation, the sur- 
geon performs the simple severing 
operation todav shortly after birth. 
He cuts away the connecting tissue 
or cartilage as he would a tumor, and 
then sews up the severed body parts 
to await natural healing. 

‘In his scientific report, Dr. Bailey 
tells of a young Boston mother, who, 
a year ago, knew that she was to 
give birth to Siamese twins weeks be- 
forehand. X-rays had warned her. 
The woman was tormented by the 
thought, so her physician suggested 
that delivery be made at the home 
to prevent unwelcomed publicity. 

Following a Caesarean, the infants 
—joined together at the thighs—-were 
x-rayed to determine whether they 
were merely superficially connected. 
It was proven that they possessed in- 
dividual organs and blood vessels, and 
they were severed successfully. 

Today, they are alive and well, and 
their physician reports that they will 
grow to healthy manhood. 

A similiar set of twins was born 
recently at Boston City Hospital. The 
mother never suspected her daugh- 
ters were Siamese twins until the 
nurse plated them into her arms. 

Horrified, the mother lapsed into 
a coma, recovering 24 hours later to 
find that her twins had ween sepa- 


rated successfully. 

\linoug: at is only recently -that 
succes fu, severing operations have 
been repovted among Siamese twins 
generally, findings by Dr. Bailey 
Show that as far back as 1924, Dr. 
Phillip Minenberg, chief obstetrician 
at the Borough Park Maternity Hos- 
pital in New York, performed the 
severing operation on joined twins. 

One of the twins was dead at the 
time of the operation, succumbing 
Shortly after birth. Although an hour 
had passed, Dr. Minenberg separated 
the second infant and later predicted 
that the survivor would grow to man- 
hood and that no effects of the opera- 
tion would later assert themselves. 

Siamese twins also were born to 
Mrs. Frank Keller at Ryburn Me- 
morial Hospital, Ottawa, Ill., on Feb. 
1, 1928, Dr. Bailey’s report reveals. 

The attending physician,,Dr. Paul 
R. Clark, said one, named Meta Marie 
Keller, cried lustily at birth, but her 
sister showed no sign of life. Efforts 
to start the child to breathing failed. 
A severing operation was performed. 
Within two days, Meta Marie was re- 
turned to her mother, normal. 

Another successful severing opera- 
tion was made on twins, born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Diego Fiorenzo of Everett, 
Mass., in 1936, according to Dr. Bai- 
ley’s investigation. 

Eng and Chang, born of Chinese 
parents in Siam in 1811, are consid- 
ered by Dr. Bailey to be the tragic 
example of Nature’s cruel abnormal- 
ity. Were they alive today, they 
would not have been forced to remain

joined together for the 63 years of 
their life. A simple band of cartilage 
was all that held them together. 

During their strange existence; 
Eng and Chang narrowly escaped 
death at the hands of the king of 
Siam, who wanted them slain. 

Escaping to America, they made 
a fortune as circus exhibits for P. T. 
Barnum. Later they were barred 
from France, where it was generally 
believed serious consequences might 
result if expectant mothers saw them. 
Returning to America, they changed 
their names to Bunker and became 
farmers in North Carolina. 

At 44, they married sisters. Chang 
became the father of five children. 
Family troubles led him to drink, but 
Eng remained a total abstainer. They 
died in 1874. 

The best known living Siamese 
twins, Mary and Margaret Gibbs of 
Holyoke, Mass., and the Hilton Sis- 
ters of England, belong to the rarest 
of human abnormalties, sharing sin- 
gle organs and blood vessels. An 
operation would mean death. 

Nature’s cruelty was brought all 
the closer to Margaret Gibbs when 
she applied for a marriage license in 
1929. City Clerk William J. Egan of 
Newark, N. J., denied the license, 
stating, “‘How can I issue a license to 
two women to marry one man?” 

However, the famous Blazek sis- 
ters managed to marry, or at least 
one of them did. Rosa Blazek married 
Capt. Franz Dvorak of the Austrian 
Army and became a mother while 
her sister remained single. 
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HE world might never have heard of the 
T glamourous Dolly Sisters if-it hadn’t been for 

a couple of brash youngsters fresh from the 
Bowery. 

Benny Ryan and I were the youngsters. We 
met, and teamed.up, in the famous Steve Brodie 
saloon,.and promptly quit dancing on bar room 
floors fe¥ nickels and dimes. After working out 
a routine we went into a production called “Gay 
Morning Glories”, at $20 a week. 

1 our first season -~we landed a summer 
booking “at Henderson’s,-Coney Island. 

On the bill were a couple of beautiful but 
bashful girls, Roszika and Jenny Dolly, newly 
arrived from Hungary. Benny and I weren't old 
enough to vote, but we were older than the girls 
and gave them some fatherly advice. 

The advice, as I recall it: 

“Look, girls, you're sweet and pretty and 
graceful but those simple numbers that look good 
at a festival in Hungary won’t get you any place 
in the U. S: A. We move fast over here and 
you've got to move along or get lost in the 
shuffle. 

“Now try dancing the American way-—like 
we do,” 

They .tried, and they picked it up in a hurry. 
In no time we had them doing an “Off to Buffalo” 
and “The Cincinnati Twist.” We kept rehearsing 
until the act was good enough to show to Charles 
B. Dillingham, the grand old man of the theatre. 

He signed us for “The Echo” at $200 a week. 
The girls frem Hungary and the boys from the 
Bowery were installed on Broadway. 

Rosy and I spent a lot of time in each other’s 
company off-stage. Were we in love? Looking 
back now, I guess maybe we were if we had 
taken time to think about it. But we were very 
young and yery ambitious. And the re!ationship 
had one bit of friction where George White, the 
gambler, was concerned. 

Even then, in my teens, I'd 1ather shoot dice 
than eat. Roszika Dolly was beautiful and glam- 
ourous but she had her practical side, too. 

She said gambling wes evil and I should save 
my money. She went further. All the time we 


were dancing together.in “The Echo” she took 
charge of my salary. Most of it went into the 
bank and it didn’t do Mme any good to try and 
wheedle extra dollars out of her in order to get 
into a crap game. 

Maybe that kept romance from blooming, I 
figured if I made, a declaration of devotion, Rosy 
might think I was soft- | 
ening her up so J could 
get a bigger allowance, 

Jenny Dolly and«f 
might have been @ het- 
ter match. She loved 
to gamble, too. Years 
later, when I was win- 
ning as much as §$300.- 
000 on a horse race in 
New York, she was 
winning $500,000 ‘in a 
single session of bacca- 
rat at Le Touquet. 

As it was, the sisters 
turned out true to type. 

Jenny, the high roll- 
ing gambler, killed her- 
self,in 1941 in a fit of 
despondency, aggravat- 
ed by a toothache. 

Roszika, the practical, married Irving Netcher, 
Chicago millionaire. If the wolf ever comes to 
her door. it will be to beg for a scrap of food— 
Rosy is a wealthy woman in her own right. 

When “The Echo” closed, Rosy Dolly gave me 
the money she had saved for me, and we went 
our separate ways, although we were thrown 
together occasionally afterwards. 

Along about that time, a dance called The 
Turkey Trot arrived from San Franctisco’s notori- 
ous Barbary Coast. I danced it with Isabel Jason 
at the Shubert Winter Garden, sharing billing 
with another young fellow named Al Jolson, 
From the Winter Garden 1 went to the Ziegfeld 
Follies with a new partner, Lillian Lorraine. 

The Dolly Sisters were in the Follies of 1916, 
which was a great show introducing, among other 
hits, a tune called “Alexander’s Ragtime Band.” 

The author of this ageless song was the thin-

faced, big-eyed singing waiter who used to share 
billing with.-Swifty White in Mike’s saloon on 
Pell Street. ._His name was Irving Berlin. 

From the 1916 Follies, Irving went on to make 
millions with his tunes. I went to Paris. 

It was a combined business and pleasure trip. 
The engagement called for $250 a week, a lot of 
money in those days, at the Olympia theatre. At 
the same time it gave me a chance to see some 
of the world. 

Along with The Turkey Trot, I introduced 
Balling the Jack and the Mysterious Rag to the 
Paris crowds, and they became very popular. 

I went to Paris with the idea of having a good 
time, but I turned thrifty. for some reason. |! 
started saving money, all by myself without Rosy 
Dolly’s help, and came back to New York with a 
fine wardrobe and my pockets full of money. 

An hour after I landed, I was backstage at 
Hammerstein’s Victoria where a crap game was 
going on continuously. 

After a couple of hours I was $22,000 ahead! 

One loser snorted: 

“You always were lucky, George!” 

My busy mind was already planning my own 
show, a George White show, on Broadway. 

I remembered the advice of Lee Shubert, the 
showman: 

“You'll never be the possessor of important 
monev working for somebody else.” 

Yes, sir, I'd be my own boss for evermore. I 
started to put on my coat and leave the game 
and one player yelled: 

“Hey, there’s stil] some money left here. Your 
dice, George.” 

When I finally left the game I didn’t have a 
dime to my name. The $22,000 was gone, along 
with my original stake. I looked around for the 
guy who had said I always was lucky. 

So I- went back to work. Isabel! Jason and I 
teamed up again. We got a fine costume made 
for her, on the cuff, and a booking at $400 a 
week. Then, with Lucille Cavanaugh, we set a 
record at the Palace, capitol of vaudeville, by 
playing seven weeks. 

All the time I was trying to find out what 


the public wanted; figuring ways and means ot 
becoming my own boss. I worked up a dancing 
act featuring four girls. Madame Francis de- 
signed gorgeous costumes; Joseph Urban did the 
settings. 

All of which took money, more than I had. 
I borrowed from Arnold Rothstein, one gambler 
who always had money. 
I paid him back long 
before he was killed in 
a Broadway hotel by a 
person or persons UnM- 
known.

The public, I had 
learned, was ready and 
eager to pay to see 
really good _ looking 
girls, glamorous’ Ccos- 
tumes and gorgeous settings. 

The summer of 1919 found me busy mapping 
the details of the first George White Scandals 
and gathering the money to produce the show. 

For the first, and other Scandals, I wanted a 
striking figure, literaly and figuratively, as a star; 
a beautiful girl, preferably, who could sing or 
dance, or both. 

She didn’t need to have an established name in 
show business. I didn’t want stars someone else 
had made; I, George White, would make my 
own. 

Week by week I searched for the girl I] wanted 
and I think it was no surprise to either of us 
when Ann Pennington was selected. 

She wds a chorus girl in “The Red Widow’ 
when I first saw her. And I met her again when 
she was signed up for the Ziegfeld Follies. That 
time I taught her dancing routines, so J could 


rightfully claim I had a hand in her development 
before as well as after she joined the Scandals. 

Ann Pennington, or Penny, proved to the show 
world that good things come in small packages. 

Even in high heels she wasn't five feel tall. 
She was the despair of dress designers because in 
those days when stage beauties wore stately 
gowns, Penny couldn’t. The less she wore the 
better she looked. 

She had flashing eyes and dimpled knees; she 
was just naturally pretty and cute. —and born to 
the stage. 

Once behind the footlights her big eyes and 
infectious smile kept the audience so entranced 
they sometimes forgot they’d come to see her 
dance. 

I'm proud and happy to say I fell madly In 
love with her, 

As regular as clockwork, press agents and 
columnists used to announce that Ann Pennington 
and George White were, (1) engaged again, or 
(2) breaking the engagement. 

I’ll tell you how it was: 
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“Rosy Dolly Took Charge of My Salary. Most of It Went Into the Bank, and It Didn't Do Me Any 
Good to Try to Wheedle Extra Dollars Out of Her in Order to Get Into a Crap Game." 


We were both in the Follies when the love 
bug bit me—hard. It was the third love ofsmy 
life; the first two had been dancing and gambling. 

We were playing in Chicago when I knew that 
Ann was the big moment of my life. One night 
after the show, I cornered her in a secluded nook 
of the hotel lobby and made my declaration. I 
‘told her I loved her; that I was going to do big 
things and she was to share them with me. 

I took that tiny bundle of delicious femininity 
in my arms and poured out my soul. 

She listened gravely and then she said: 

“I’m very fond of you, George. But let’s wait 
a while.” 

Well, we’ve been waiting ever since. I told 
her to say the word when she was willing to 
become Mrs. White. 

She’s never said the word. Ann has never 
married, and neither have I. For all I know, we’re 
still “engaged.”

In the show business, I have known hundreds 
of beautiful women but Ann Pennington was the 
only one I asked to become my wife. 

There was another girl who proposed to me, 
but we never got around to the altar. Her first 
name was Margy, last name unknown, and she was 
a regular visitor backstage during the run in the 
Scandals of 1926-1927. 

The night we gave her a birthday party anda 
regular dressing trunk with the show sticker on 
it, Margy said: 

“Some day we will get married.” 

That was the night she became six years old. 
And it was the last time I ever saw Margy. 

To return to the first Scandals 

I had my star, if not my wife, in Ann Penn- 
ington. I had fine costumes, scenery and music. 
I thought the opening at the Liberty theatre was 
a thing of beauty and a joy for ever. But differ- 
ences of opinions make horse racing——and head- 
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aches for young producers. 

The night of the opening I paced the sidewalks 
waiting for the verdict-—the reviews in the morn- 
Mp papers 

They weren't what I'd expected. 

The critics opined the production was pleasing 
to the eye but something was lackine; they 
couldn't agree as to what it was. 

One of the veteran critics wrote that George 
White’s Scandals, first edition, proved one thing 

a good hoofer (meaning George White) should 
stick to his dancing. 

And that, I thought bitterly, was the beginning, 
and the end, of the White Productions: Or was 
it? 

I doubled up my fists and looked around for 
one of the guys who had a habit of saying: 

“Geo1,e White was always lucky!”

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CCORDING to the dictionary the creed of 
a church to which a man belongs is an 
expression of the faith which he holds. 

One might say, therefore, that my faith is the 
creed of the Presbyterian Church, for I have 
been affiliated with that denomination all of my 
life, and even though circumstances prevent me 
from attending services as often as I would like, it 
continues to hold my allegiance. 

But, there is, I believe, more to my faith than 
this would imply. 

As president of a university which attracts, 
students and scholars from all parts of the world, 
and representing most, if not all, of the major 
religions of mankind, it has been my privilege 
to discuss creeds and faiths with many people. 

A man’s creed determines the architecture of 
his faith. It supplies him with the instrumentaili- 
ties, the words, the codes, and the patterns of 
thought which, like anchors to windward, hold 
him. steady in time of storm. 

But faith itself is a thing of life and spirit 
which neither house nor trellis can confine. It 
lives in the hearts of men of a thousand different 
creeds, and joyously dwells with men who know 
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Robert G. Sproul, 56-year-old dynamic president 
of the University of California, with the largest 
enrollment of any university in the world, recipi- 
ent of 11 honorary doctorate degrees and numer- 
ous other international honors, has given to The 
American Weekly this statement of his public and 
private faith, his religion and the ideals he believes 
are needed to build a peaceful and aspiring world. 


no creed at all. 

In these reflections, there is of course nothing 
new, for in this matter of personal faith much 
foolishness and much wisdom have been both 
written and spoken. Nevertheless, it is necessary 
that I, too, repeat, not only to define my own faith, 
but also to point the way toward that world under- 
standing through faith for which today so many 
millions of people yearn. 

The common ground on which peoples of the 
whole world may meet and work together will 
never come through creeds; for their number is 
legion, and their differences as night and day. 
Rather, that common ground is the faith, urgent, 
ineradicable, which they all share, in the essen- 
tial significance and eventual goal of man’s ex- 
istente on earth. 

It has taken me many years to set straight in 
my own mind wherein lies the difference between 
the creed of my church and my personal faith. 
My creed is important to my ‘faith, but my faith 
is greater than my creed. 

Only through this conclusion can I speak with 
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mutual understanding to men and women of 
churches other than my own, and te men and 
women of no church affiliation. In outward sem- 
biance we may differ, but in our hearts there is 
no difference. We have the same hopes and 
dreams, and we hold the same strong conviction 
that faith is the one sure foundation, the rock 
Of ages, on which men must build. 

Ktelatively speaking, religion today does not 
mean so much to mankind as it did only a few 
generations ago. In this country and in many 
others, the percentage of people who maintain 
membership in. organized churches is smaller 
than it used to be. Moreover, the percentage of 
those nominally affiliated with churches who at- 
tend regularly is also smaller. 

There is here a twofold. danger. Without the 
guidance that a church and a creed provide, many 
people will never find a personal faith. The 
churches are our spiritual schools, and few per- 


sons have the initiative or the ability to educate 
themselves without a school. But even more 
serious is the danger that those who avoid 
churches and creeds will not even seek a personal 
faith because they believe that all three are one 
and the same, and therefore shun them all. 

This danger is particularly grave in the case 
of young people. Left to drift without protection 
and without support they may be killed by frost, 
spiritually speaking; or growing along the ground 
instead of upward, they will bury their fruit in 
the mud. 

There are those who are optimistic about this 
situation. A pastor of my acquaintance, not of 
my own church, believes that the relative decline 
of interest in churches does not represent a de- 
cline in faith. He believes that it is merely an 
adjustment to changing conditions. 

He points out that a few generations ago 
people looked forward to Sunday, not alone as 
an opportunity to commune with God, but also as 
an opportunity to commune with their friends and 
neighbors. Most of them lived on farms, and 
all during the week communed with God through 
nature; they welcomed the opportunity to meet 
their fellow men. But today, most people live in 
cities, work indoors, and rub elbows with people 
all week. 

As a consequence, my friend reasons, they 
naturally desire a different approach to God 
on Sunday. They prefer to commune with nature 
in their gardens, on a golf course, or on the 
highway. Moreover, my friend adds, Sunday 
morning services conflict with the fact that men 
need sleep to recuperate from the nervous strain 
of modern living. Perhaps my friend is right. 
I hope he is. 

But I am not at all sure that the majority 
of men will fashion a personal faith without 
guidance, or keep it strong without some com- 
munity of expression. I know that we cannot do 
without schools in the mundane education of 
men. I know that men cannot develop strength 
of spirit, even school spirit, unless they join 
together in expressing it. 

If I may review then, my faith is Christian, 
but it recognizes a kinship with the faiths of all 
other peoples, regardless of how my creed and 
theirs may differ. 

My faith requires only one absolute conviction, 
namely, that there is a significance to man’s 
existence on earth, a goal toward which he must 
strive, and an inspired guidance within each indi- 
vidual which, if shared and acted on in concert, 
will help all the way. And that part of my creed 
which sets a code of Christlike behavior toward 
my fellow men is the core of my faith, however 
poorly I may expressxthat faith in works.

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CREAMS issuing from a han- 
som cab on the morning of 
June 4, 1904, launched one of 
Manhattan’s most debated 
mysteries in which Nan Pat- 
terson, 22-year-old Floradora 
girl, was accused of doing in 
her married admirer, 38-year- 
old Francis Thompson Young. 

That morning, at about 8 o’clock, Young and 
Miss Patterson entered Frederick Michaels’ han- 
som at 59th Street and Fifth Avenue. The cabbie 
drove to a store at 23rd Street and Broadway, 
where Young bought a straw hat. 

Then the cab set out for the American Line 
pier at the foot of Fulton Street and North River, 
but stopped again, at Kostlang’s saloon on the 
southeast eorner of Bleecker Street and West 
broadway, where the passengers went into the 
saloon’s back room. They soon came out and the 
cab headed south on West Broadway. 

Michaels heard a shot, then feminine screams. 

“Stop at a drug store!” the young woman 
shrieked, as she threw open the trap door in the 
root of the cab. “My friend has hurt himself!” 

Michaels controlled the frightened horse and 
pulled up at the near-by drug store of Otto W. 
‘Tennis, between Franklin and North Moore Streets. 
Tennis saw the wounded man sprawled un- 
conscious across his distraught companion’s lap, 
and advised the cabbie to get to the Hudson Street 
hospital in a hurry. 

The cab had gone about a block when Patrol- 
man William J. Junior of the Eighth Street station 
climbed aboard. 

Hie found Nan Patterson stroking Young’s 
cheek and saying, “Sit up, Darling! Please sit up!” 
. | What happened?” the officer asked, noting 
the bullet wound in the man’s left chest, which 
was the side nearest the girl. 

“He shot himself!” 

“Who is he?” 

“Caesar Young,” she replied, using the nick- 
name by which Young was Known. 

“The big bookie and horse owner?” Junior in- 
quired. 

She nodded. 

“And who are you?” 

“Niy name is Nan Patterson. We've been 
friends—very close friends—for a long time. He 
was to sail for Europe this morning-——with Mrs. 
Young.” 

* “Where's the gun?” 

“I didn’t see any gun.” 

Junior reported later that he located the still- 
warm weapon, a .32 caliber, five-chambered ham- 
merless revolver, in Young’s right-hand coat 
pocket—the pocket farthest from the wound, and 
from Miss Patters6n. 

“Why did he do it?” the officer asked. 

“I don’t know. He had just said that he might 
not see me for months, perhaps never again.” 

As they arrived at the hospital, Nan moaned: 

“Oh, Caesar, Caesar, what have you done?” 

Caesar Young died before he could be placed 
on an operating table. The bullet had entered the 
top of the left lung and passed diagonally, down- 
ward, lodging in the spinal column. 

Meafiwhile, news of the tragedy had reached 
the Fulton Street pier, where the liner Germanic 
was scheduled to sail at 9:30. Mrs. Margaret 
Young, awaiting her husband with a group which 
included a sister, Mrs. William Luce, and Young’s 
diminutive racing partner, John D. Millin, was 
not told what had happened—only that her hus- 
band would not be able to make the boat. 

Mrs. Young remained with her sister while 
Millin hastened to the police station. 

When he saw Nan Patterson, he rushed at 
her and had to be restrained. 

“Caesar never killed himself!” he shouted. “He 
never carried a gun—and if I had a gun Id kill 
you—-you murderess!” 

That was a prejudiced opinion, because Nan 
Patterson was the only person who knew wha! 
happened in Frederick Michael's cab that morning. 


OURTEEN years before, Caesar Young had 

been a penniless English-born athlete. He died 
owninz considerable real estate on New York’s 
upper West Side, a ranch and breeding farm in 
California,.a stable of horses, and valuable stock 
in a big race track. His fortune totaled about 
$700,000. 

Early in 1890, a New York City athletic club 
invited Frank Young to come to America and 
represent it as a cross-country runner. 

Frank accepted, won several events and be- 
came a general favorite. 


: e 
It was a sports writer who gave him the 


imperial-sounding nickname “Caesar,” because of 
his Romanesque profile and his fine crop of close- 
fitting curls. He lived at the clubhouse on Fifth 
Avenue between 43d and 44th Streets. 

On Memorial Day, 1890, Caesar was watching 
the annual parade from a clubhouse window when 
he saw a tall, extremely good-looking girl swoon 
on the clubhouse steps. He carried her inside, 
and when her expressive dark eyes fluttered open, 
his heart began to do some fluttering, too. Her 
name was Margaret Becker, and she was the I17- 
year-old daughter of a well-to-do New Rochelle, 
N. Y., family. 

The Beckers didn’t think much of Young or 
his prospects, but Margaret had found her man, 
and was not to be denied. 

On his wedding day, Young was so broke that 
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"Stop at a Drug Store!"" The Young Woman Com- 
manded, as She Threw Open the Trap Door in the 
Roof of the Cab. "My Friend Has Hurt Himself!" 


he pawned his most valuable possession, a $150 
stop-watch, for $50. But he soon found work 
which made up in income what it may have lacked 
in strict respectability. He became a bookie 

Backed by the operator of a chain of pool- 
rooms, he and two acquaintances went to New 
Haven, Conn., and made book for undergraduates 
at Yale. The trio prospered there, and later in 
other sporting centers. 

Presently, having branched out on his own, 
Young headed west, followed the Chicago-St, 
Louis-New Orleans circuit for a couple of years, 
and finally settled in California. He had acquired 
a fair bankroll and a small string of thorough- 
breds—-not to mention a superb judge of horse 
flesh in the girl he'd married. 

In September, 1901, a breeder offered Young 
two mares at an alleged bargain price. Young 
paid $2,000 for the pair and sent them to his 
breeding farm where his wife was supervisor. 

The mares weren't likely looking animals, but 
one of them, Eonic, came of excellent ancestry. 
Caeser Young entered Eonic in the Burns Handi- 
cap. 7 important race which highlighted the 


wind-up of the spring horse racing season. 

The mare didn’t show up well in training, so 
Young regretfully decided to withdraw her from 
the event, which was worth $10,000 to the winner, 

“Let me start her,” said Mrs. Young, “I’m 
sure I can get her in shape.” 

Her husband laughed at the idea but told her 
to go ahead—on her own. 

Margaret Young took full charge of Eonic’s 
training, backed the mare at the future book price 
of 20 to 1 and put a substantial bet on the horse. 

Konic, carrying only 97 pounds, won handily 
and Mrs. Young collected about $40,000. 

Young picked up a block of stock in the 
California Jockey Club at a very low price and 
made a lot of money on the deal, 

He ran his horses at a profit, too, so that by 
the middle of his second season in California, 
Young was well fixed. 

All these facts about Caesar Young were well 
known. What the New York police needed to dis- 
cover were the facts about the shooting, and the 
truth about Young's association with the pompa- 
doured Miss Patterson.

HEN Nan entered Coroner Brown’s office for 

questioning four hours after the shooting, she 
was accompanied by one of the most successful 
defense lawyers of the day, Abraham Levy, and 
an associate of his, Philip Waldheimer. Her sister, 
Julia, and the latter’s husband, J. Morgan Smith, 
were also with her. i: 

Smith had inherited $300,000. After his gradua- 
tion from. Prineeton in the late 80s he went abroad, 
lavished his money on women and horse races, 
and eventually lost his shirt trying to break the 
bank at Monte Carlo. 

| second-class passenger, on 
borrowed money and embar- 
rassed his family by cashing 
worthless checks. The’ debts 
were settled, and he dropped 
out of the limelight. 

Upon entering the cor- 
oner’s office, Miss Patterson 
recoiled at the sight of 
Young’s bioed-stained ecloth- 
ing, and a collection of per- 
sonal effects found in his 
pockets. 

In response to Coroner 
Brown’s questions, she 
stated that she was a native 
of Washington, D. C., that 
her. fagher was John Ran- 
dolph Patterson, for manv 
years supervising architect 
of the United States Trea. 
Sury Department, and that 
She had been living with 
her sister and brother-in-law 
at the St. Pau! hotel, 60th 
Street and Columbus 
Avenue, Manhattan.

“Do you know of any reason why Mr. Young 
should commit suicide?” the coroner asked. 

“He was a little despondent over money trou- 
bles,” she said. “I can’t think of anything else.” 
(This allegation-.that Young had been concerned 
over money matters—was to be hotly disputed 
by her adversaries.) 

She related that Young had phoned the St. 
Paul hotel about 7:30 that morning. She had met 
him and accompanied him in the hansom. 

“There was nothing in his manner to indicate 
suicide?”” Brown inquired. 

“Nothing.” 

She said they’d had a drink in a place on 59th 
Street, and at Kostlang’s saloon. Just before the 
shooting Caesar grabbed her and kissed her, and 
exclaimed that he would not see her for five 
months, and perhaps never again. Then she heard 
the muffled report of a pistol. * 

“It has been suggested,” said Brown, “that 
the Wound could not have been self-inflicted.” 

“It was,” she declared, “and now that he’s 
dead, I have nothing to live for!”’ 

She burst into hysterical weeping. 

“How do you know it was a pistol that pro- 
duced the muffled report you describe?” the 
coroner asked. 

“Because I took. it out of his poeket and put 
it back again,” she replied. 

“After the shooting?” 

“Yes,”’ 


Spo the objections ef her attorneys, she was 
ordered held without bail “on suspicion.” 

Deputies escorted her to Tombs prison, and 
as she.approached the entrance and saw the iron 
bars, she fainted. 

The case seemed to hang upon the ownership 
of the gun. If it had belonged to Young, the 
suspect's version would be strengthened, If il 
didn't, then it seemed logical to assume that Nan 
Patterson had carried it in her pocketbook. 

The weapon was a .32-calibre, five-chambered, 
hammerless revolver, and bore the manufacturer’s 
number 74,050. It contained four cartridges, count- 
ing the one that had been discharged into Young. 

These details of Nan Patterson's background 
were uncovered on the day of the shooting: Born 
Washington, D. C., 22 years before. (Good family. 
Well educated. Married Leon Gaines Martin, a 
hotel clerk, at age of 18 To New York 1901. 

Found work with a road companys proauction 
of “Floradora,” popular musical show. 

Won place in sextet, whose featured song was 
“Tell Me, Pretty Maiden, Are There Any More 
at Home Like You?” 

Met Young on Pacifie-bound train 1902. Seen 
with him constantly thereafter at California race 
tracks, hotels and expensive pleasure spots. Di- 
vorced husband in 1903, Young paying the bills. 

One detail not uncovered until somewhat later 
was the fact (alleged) that, when she obtained her 
divorcee, Miss Patterson expected Young to do 
likewise and marry her, Apparently he had 
made no move in this direction 

Mrs. Young——and numerous others——had learned 
about the friendship of Caesar and the actress, and 
had tried to put an end to it. Various friends and 
in-laws had participated in a campaign, which had 
culminated in Young’s reported agreement to go 
on “a healing voyage of reconciliation.” 

Friends of Young, it was said, had offered to 
pay all expenses if Miss Patterson would go on 
an extended trip to Japan but she had _ refused, 
supposedly because of her devotion to Young and 
to her dream of ane day marrying him. 


ETECTIVES learned that the Youngs, presum- 

ably reconciled, had been occupying a cottage 
at Sheepshead Bay, Long Island racing center, 
while Miss Patterson had been living with her 
sister, Julia, and the latter’s husband, J. 
Smith, at the St. Paul hotel in Manhattan. 

The Youngs, having closed up the cottage, had 
passed the night before the tragedy at the West 
140th Street home of Mrs. Young’s sister, Mrs. 
William Luce. 

There was evidence that Young’s relatives by 
marriage had been keeping close tabs on him be- 
cause they feared Miss Patterson’s influence and 
wanted to prevent him from succumbing to it at 
the eleventh hour. Allegedly he had renounced 
the girl, yet he had spent much of the previous 
day and night before his scheduled departure for 
Europe in hér company. And it had been he who 
made the call which led to the fatal cab ride. 

Shortly before noon on Friday, June 3, 1904, 
Young had called on Nan at the St. Paul and had 
eaten luncheon with her and the Smiths. He had 
left at two o'clock for the track at Sheepshead 
Bay, and had seen more of her there. He stayed 
for the fifth race, then had gone to the Luce 
home while Nan returned to the St. Paul hotel.

At the Luce home, Young had joined in a bon 
voyage dinner with Mr. and Mrs. Luce, Bernard 
S. McKean and Mrs. McKean (the latter another 
sister of Margaret Young), and John Millin, the 
turfman’s small and outspoker partner. Accord 
ing to William Luce, Young met Nan later that 
evening to get seme letters she had, 

First accounts of this phase of the case stated 
that Young met Nan at the 140th Street “L” 
station, and that the two went to the Colonia! 
hotel bar at 125th Street and Bighth Avenue. 

Luce said he “joined” them at this bar at about 
midnight. He had not “interrupted” them, he 
said, but “waited around” until they emerged, 
about one o'clock. 

Young wanted to go home, Luce said, but they 
visited John Flannery’s saloon at 125th and 
Amsterdam Avenue. It was here, according to 
Luce, that Young told Nan everything was over 
between them, and that he intended to stand by 
his wife. Nan insisted that she would not let him 
go to Europe, and Luce quoted her as saying: 

“Cuesar Young, there isn’t a boat that sails 
the seven seas with a hold big enough or dari 
enough to hide you from me tomorrow morning!” 


iyees said that Young: tossed a roll of bills across 
the table, told Nan she could keep in touch with 
him, and that he would see that she never wanted 
for anything.. She threw the roll back, sobbing 
that she did not want his money, she wanted him. 

This had gone on until three o’clock, by which 
hour Young had had quite a lot to drink. He left 
Flannery’s and hailed two cabs, one of which was 
to carry Nan home unescorted. She clung to him 
in desperate appeal, saying that if he would come 
home with her she would give him his letters. 
Young said that he would come for the letters 
in the morning then, said Luce, Young struck 
her in the face and told the waiting cabman to 
“drive her to hell!” 

That cabman, John Crowley, later testified 
that, some time after three o'clock that morning, 
two men and a woman hailed him outside Flan- 
nery’s. One of the men (Young) was quite drunk, 
the other “in almost the same condition.” 

Crowley swore that Young ordered Miss Pat- 
terson into the cab with curses and threats, 
Slapped her face, and threatened to “knock her 
head off” if she didn’t get into the cab and go. 
The virl, .he recalled, sobbed for the entire 60 
blocks to her destination. 

This corroboration of Luce’s story did not be- 
come public until Crowley took the witness stand 
in court months after the shooting. 

During the trial a lame newsboy, Joseph (Hop) 
Hewitt, swore that he saw Nan and her brother: 
in-law, Smith, outside Pabst’s cafe on 49th Street 
early on the evening of June 3d, and heard Nan 
say, “I will not do it,” and heard Smith growl, 
“You must do it!” 

Must do what? 


EFORE the investigation was many hours old, 

Daniel J. O'Reilly, an influential lawyer, joined 
the already impressive array of defense. counse!. 
He was engaged by Young Corbett, the feather- 
weight boxing champion. 

On Monday the 6th, a New York American 
headline proclaimed, “PISTOL, KEY TO HAN- 
SOM MYSTERY, UNTRACED!” 

‘The story said that Assistant District Attorney 
G;arvan’s search for the owner of the death weapon 
was fruitless. Miss Patterson denied ever laying 
eyes on the gun; Mrs. Young was positive that 
her husband had been unarmed. So was John 
Millin, who said that Caesar never carried a gun. 

“It was she that murderess—who carried the 
gun!” he cried. 

« Perhaps, but how explain this: 

Nan was asleep when Young phoned the St. 
Paul, hotel on Saturday morning, and her sister 
had taken his message. He, not she, had arranged 
this last rendezvous. 

And yet... 

Young had stopped to buy a new hat, hardly 
the act of a man planning self-destruction. He 
was shot in the left side—-and was right-handed. 
The gun was found in his coat pocket, and mec- 
ical experts said that a man with a bullet through 
his lung and in his spine couldn’t put a gun in 
his pocket. 

Then five days after the shooting——the District 
Attorney's office made an announcement that cast 
dubious light on Nan’s version of the tragedy. 
The prosecution had found the pawnbroker who 
sold the gun the afternoon before the shooting; 
the buyer answered the description of J. Morgan 
Smith, Nan’s brother-in-law; Mr. Smith and his 
wife had disappeared.

The story of the postal 
comradeship between the 
dignified English writer and 
the Brooklyn secretary be- 
gan 17 years ago, when 
Mrs. Annamarie Miller sat 
down and wrote the first 
fan letter of her life. She 
had been reading the works 
of Matthew Phipps Shiel, 
the British novelist, for six 
years, and could no longer 
resist writing him of the 
regard she had for his work. 


OMETHING in her letter 

went straight to the heart 
of the novelist. He was 65 
years old, no longer doing 
much writing, and perhaps 
he was lonely. He wrote 
back, and the correspond- 
ence began. 

Clutching her subway 
strap on the way to work 
each day, Mrs. Miller 
thought only how proud she 
was that this intellectual 
had answered her gushing 
little letter. 

In her third letter to him, 
she commented on life in a 
Brooklyn apartment house. 
In his answer, the English 
author, who lived -in his 
quiet Sussex house, ex- 
pressed horror at her de- 
scription. He jocularly sug- 
gested that she come live 
with him-——and then remem.- 
bered that he did not know 
whether his American fan 
was married. 

Yesgshe wrote back, she 
was married, and quite hap- 
pily, to Thomas E. Miller, 
proprietor of an auto repair 
shop. 

After that the correspon- 
dence was cordial and un- 
derstanding, but neither 
ever suffered any romaniic 
delusions about the other. 

Thirteen years ago Mrs. 
Miller’s only child, Thomas 
Patrick, was born. “The 


“The worst of it is,” Mrs. 
Miller says, “that we just 
can't afford to keep it. Even 
if we paid the taxes, put the 
house in good shape, and 
found a tenant for it, we 
still couldn’t collect the rent. 
You can’t get money out of 
England now.” 

Patrick’s own 
is to keep the house. A 
level-headed, athletic boy 
who prefers tinkering with 
machinery to reading, he 
still gets a kick out of own- 
ing a house in England.

N ALL, she received about 

50 letters from Shiel and 
sent about as many. During 
the war she curtailed the 
correspondence. 

“T sent him food and 
clothing, however, and much 
of it arrived there safely,” 
she recalls. 

Shiel thanked her in his 
poetic-sounding prose, but 
pleaded with her not to do 
too much for him. 

“Thanks, you dear,” he 
wrote in acknowledgment of 
a shipment of tobacco. “I 
kiss your hand. But, oh, the 
trouble you’ve gone to! You 
won't send any more, will 
you?” 

He thanked her not only 
for the tangible things she 
sent. 

“You write wonderfully 
interesting letters,” he 
wrote early in the corre- 
spondence.

use a facing. It is no longer 
necessary to cut these out 
yourself, théy can be pur- 
chased ready-made in a va- 
riety of colors. A_ facing 
adds weight to the hem and 
helps it to hang properly. 

If the hem still isn’t long 
enough, you can add extra 
inches by placing a yoke or 
a sewn-in belt at the waist.

Grosgrain ribbon is handy 
for this purpose, Or you can 
add a contrasting band of 
material to the hem or even 
midway between waist and 
hemline. This looks best 
with a flared skirt. 


Old Hemlines 


N IMPORTANT step in 

doing a good lengthen- 
ing job is to treat the old 
hemline so it will not show. 
If the material is not worn 
at this point, the erease can 
be. steam*pressed out. A 
specially treated pressing 
cloth is on the market which 
makes this an easy job. It 
can be used on all types of 
fabvics from wool to silk 
and will not water-spot the 
fabric. 

If the crease from the old 
hem is frayed with wear or 
worn on, the edge, no 
amount of pressing will im- 
prove it. In such a case, 
several rows of stitching 
will conceal the old line and 
serve as trimming for the 
skirt. 

The best way to add a lot 
of length to a pleated skirt 
is to drop it from the waist 
by attaching it to a 6inch
